THE PROSPECTS OF REFORM 


&0ZION BY THK SENATE EXPECTED 
THIS WEEK. 

MESSRS. BROWN AND YOORHEES THE ONLY 
DEMOCRATS WHO WISH TO MAKE A 
RECORD AGAINST THE PENDLETON BILL. 

Wasuineton, Dec. 14.—Tariff reform 
may be the most important question to be con- 
sidered and disposed of by Congress, but just 
now, with the whole matter in the hands of 
the appropriate committees of the Senate and 
the House, civil service reform is altogether 
the question of the hour, and the prospect is 
that it may be disposed of in one, and perhaps 
both houses before any revenue bill can be re- 
ported. The discussion in the Senate to-day 
upon the Pendleton bill proved of sufficient in- 
terest to Senators to keep them out of the cloak 
rooms and hold them as at least apparently 
interested auditors. There is reason to believe 
that by far the larger number of them were 
willing and really interested listeners, although 
the debate brought forward nothing new, and 
nothing surprising, except Mr. Brown’s nar- 
row and inconsistent speech against the bill on 
purely party grounds. Mr. Hoar’s speech was 
a careful and studied consideration of the sub- 


ject. Mr. Brown, evidently not understand- 

ing the scope of the bill, and plainly possessed 

by a greedy desire to see a successful Demo- 
cratic Party ‘‘clean out” all office-holders 
it may find in place in case _ it 

should win the Presidency in 1884, 

excited his Democratic associate, Mr. George, 

of Mississippi, to characterize his argument as 
amounting to nothing. Mr. George, with not 
very remarkable foresight, but with good 
sense, pointed out to Mr. Brown the fact that 
by his speech he was prejudicing the country 
against the Democratic Party and the profes- 

sions of its platforms, and that in betraying a 

fear of the test of competitive examinations 

he was making the party to seem to be de- 
cingrer lew, and mean, and taking alarm ata 
ar which barred nobody. 

Mr. Warner Miller, who spoke at considera- 
bie length and with great earnestness, was lis- 
tened to with all the respectful attention that 
was due to the representative of the Empire 
State. No Senator has had a larger or more 
interested audience during this session, and his 
history of the spoils system, originating in the 
old Board of Appointment, continued as the Re- 
gency, perfected here in Washington by Mar- 
tin Van Buren and _ his associates, and spread 
abroad until it has fixed itself in all the States, 
was very pertinent and instructive. His ap- 
plication of the results of this evil, as shown 
in the last election, was made in moderate 
Janguage, and those who expected to hear him 
make an intemperate attack upon the Admin- 
istration were disappointed. 

While there are many reasons why the de- 
bate on the bill should be closed soon and 
action taken in the Senate, it is probable that 
the discussion will continne until Saturday. 
Mr. Voorhees, it is said, is determined to shout 
against the bill, and, so far as can be learned, 
he isthe only Democrat who cares to go on 
record against it. If he holds the party up to 
scorn as thoroughly as Mr. Brown succeeded 
in doing he will do about all that it seems pos- 
sible wor any Senator to do to defeat the bill. 
Mr. isrowa, in offering his amendment pro- 
viding tnat the bill should not prohibit the 
President from making removals of heads of 
departments, is criticised as betraying a degree 
of ignoran<e of the scope and purposes of the 
bill almost incredible, for he is by no means a 
dull man. 

In the House, Mr. Hiscock, who is heart and 
soul in the cause, and who agrees with Mr. 
Dorman B. Eaton that it will be better to de- 
lay action there until the Senate has disposed 
of its bill, met Mr. Kasson boldly this morn- 
ing, and in an open contest defeated him, pur- 
suing,the course already begun. Mr. Hiscock’s 
committee—the Committee on Appropriations 
—undertook to proceed with an appropriation 
bill, and the motion was carried against Mr, 
Kasson by a vote of more that four to one. 
Mr. Hiscock has declared his position upon 
this subject. He believes that the Pendle- 
ton bili, as passed by the Senate, should 
be taken as the ground-work for 
the action of the Heuse. Mr. Crowley, who 
does not often speak, says that he will seize an 
opportunity to be heard in behalf of the Pen- 
dieton bill when it comes before the House. 
While many members, who still cling to the 
spoils svstem, may attempt to destroy or im- 
pair the Fendieton bill by unnecessary amend- 
ments, there are very few of them who do not 
fear to go on record as opposing it, and the 
number who will speak egainst it can be reck- 
oned to-day on the fingers of one hand,

OPPOSITION TO FAST MAILS. 

THE ‘‘ PRACTICAL POLITICIAN’S’’ NARROW 
VIEW OF A VALUABLE POSTAL SERVICE, 
Wasaineton, Dec. 14.—The preliminary 

genera] debate upon the Post Office Appropri- 

ation bill in the House to-day became interest- 
ing because of what was said about the fast 
mail service. The usual appropriation for 
that service, which now exists from New- 

York to Chicago, and from Boston to Jackson- 

ville, Fla., has been omitted by the committee, 

Mr. Robinson, of Massachusetts, made an ex- 

cellent and temperate speech in bebalf of the 

service as a benefit to the whole country, but 


in return he was attacked by the Kansas rep- 
resentatives, who held him up as an 
exaniple of New-England ‘*cheek.”? Other 
Western men joined thoze from Kansas 
in the attack upon Sew-England and the Mid- 
dle States, and one was unwilling to admit 
that New-York, Boston, and Philadelphia are 
great commercial centres. Western men seem 
to deny that a fast mail from New-York to 
Chicago is of any benefit to the West, or is 
anything except a favor to New-York. They 
are also unwilling to see ina fast mail from 
Maine to Florida anything but favor given to 
asection at the expense of the remainder of 
the country. Something was said to-day about 
**the Metropolitan press,’”’ and this really 
uncovers one of the most powerful causes 
of the present hostility to the fast mails. 
Many Congressmen have an impression that 
the existing, fast mail service is for the sole 
benefit of the New-York newspapers, although 
facts and statistics were submitted to-day 
which show how important these mails are for 
the transmission of letter mail, registered 
mail, &c., from one end of our Atlantic coast 
line to the other, and from our great Atlantic 
ports to the valley of the Mississippi. The 
‘practical politician” in the present Con- 
gress hates the New-York press with 
a bitter hatred. Especially is this true 
of those ‘‘practical politicians’ who were 
not re-elected. ‘(his hatred is not openly ex- 
pressed upon the floor of the House, but it ap- 
pears in private conversation. Congressmen 
tan be found whose statements indicate that 
they regard the fast mail lines from New-York 
to Chicago and from Halifax to Jacksonville 
2 mere newspaper train, benefiting only the 
New-York newspapers. The length of the 
lines and the immense amount of private mail 
matter which goes over them are forgotten, 
together with a great newspaper’s ability to 
take care of its own business and provide for 
its circulation. Anv enumeration of motives 
for Congressional action upon the subject of 
fast mail service would be incomp:sts without 
that motive which: is so closely rolated to the 
‘practical politician’ feeling toward the 
New-York press. 
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REVISION OF THE TARIFF. 

Wasuixetron, Dec. 14.—The Ways and 
Means Committee is making an effort to pre- 
sent clearly and comprehensively to the House 
the facts and figures wkich must serve as the 
groundwork for any intelligent revision of the 
tariff. Chairman Kelley has directed Mr. 
John M. Carson, clerk of the committee, to 


repare sheets upon which are to be printed, 
in parallel columns, the articles on the tariff 
list, with the present and proposed duties side 
by side, and the revenues derived under the 
present tariff side by side with the probable 
revenue under the tariff recommended by the 
Tariff Commission and the Ways and Means 
Committee. The preparation of this table re- 
quires the exercise of a good deal of care. Sec- 
retary Folger will supply the necessary data 
from his department. Wy hen completed the 
lists will present at a glance the matter which 
would otherwise reauire much time in exvla- 








nation, Where duties, now complex, are sim- 


plified, the equivalents of the old tariff will be 
shown.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
Wasnineoton, Dec. 14, 1882. 
- The House Committee on Public Lands to- 
day agreed to report favorably upon Mr. 


Washburne’s bill to repeal the laws allowing 
pre-emption of the public lands and amending 
the Homestead law. 


Ex-Marshal Henry was in the city to-day, 
but said that he would start for his home in 


the West to-night. He declared that he had 
taken no action in opposition to the confirma- 
tion of his successor. The Senate Judiciary 
Committee will call upen the President for the 
reasons assigned for Mr. Henry’s removal. 


Representative Springer, of llinois, acting 
in behali of William P. Black, the Democratic 


candidate for Congress from tne Second Dis- 
trict of Illinois, to-day served notice of con- 
test upon George R. Davis, who holds the cer- 
tificate of election. The ground of the con- 
test is fraud in the election and the use of 
bogus Democratic tickets. 


The House Judiciary Committee, after three 
days’ discussion, came to a vote this morning 


on the bill to relieve the Supreme Court, and 
adopted Senator Davis's bill creating nine in- 
termediate courts. The Chairman was in- 
structed to report it to the, House and ask its 
consideration under a suspension of the rules 
at seme future day. 


In view of the contingency that the Repub- 
licans may urge at this session the admission 


of Dakota asa State, a caucus of the Demo- 
cratic Senators was held this morning to dis- 
cuss the matter. Although no definite policy 
was determined upon, there was no dissent 
from the opinion expressed by several Sen- 
ators that the policy of the party should be 
one of opposition to the admission at this time 
of any Territory as a State, as such action 
would give the Republicans two additional 
votes in the Senate. Action upon the ques- 
tion was left open for the present, subject to 
such contingencies as may arise. The subject 
of tariff and internal revenue reduction was 
only incidentally mentioned. The Chairman 
of the caucus was, however, direeted to ap- 
point a committee ef five Senators to confer 
with a similar committee of Democratic Rep- 
resentatives in regard to the policy to be 
adopted by the party upan the various ques- 
tions which are likely to form subjects of legis- 
lative action during the session. 


Secretary Teller gavea hearing this after- 
noon to a Chippewa Indian delegation. They 


were heard through an interpreter, and 
elaimed that the recevt decision of the Secre- 
tary in the Turtle Mountain case did them 
great injustice. They set forth at length that 
they were the original owners of the country 
and not the Sioux, as the Secretary held, and 
in support of their position read from a recent 
report of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, 
in which he acknowledged their original own- 
ership. Secretary Teller told the Indians that 
he could not reverse his decision, but that he 
would recommend that Congress set aside a 
reservatiou for them and pay them for the im- 
provements on the lands whieh they formerly 
occupied. It is understood that the Senate 
Committee on Indian Affairs will provide for 
an appropriation of $10,000 for these Indians, 
which will give about $200 to each head of a 
family. 





SOCIAL SCANDAL IN HZKIDEN.

A NOVEL METHOD OF DETECTING INFIDELITY 
—THE TROUBLES OF MR. FOSTER, 

HARTFORD, Dec. 14.—A few months ago 
Samuel H. Foster, one of the leading manufacturers 
of Meriden, and a young man of good business 
ability, was accused by his wife, who is the daugh- 
ter of a prominent citizen of New-Britain, with 
improper intimacy with Miss Hattie Simonds, a 
pretty school teacher, who had lived in the family 
asa special friend of Mrs. Foster. It is said that 
the latter had her attention called to the relations 
of the husband and the girl by a sister of Mr. Fos- 
ter, and she set a trap to see what the affair 
amounted to. Foster occupied a room up stairs 
to get away from the noise of the children, who 
occupied aroom with their mother below. Miss 


Simonds had a room across the hall from Foster’s. 
Mrs. Foster kept her ears open one Saturday night 
and heard whispering, and the next day sprinkled 
on the hall carpet up stairs a powdered substance 
which was not noticeable at a glance. The follow- 
ing day she was very confident that she could trace 
tracks trom one room to the other. But there was 
a strong denial of the insinuation. But Mrs. Foster 
went to her father’s house, and soon after visited 
Meriden to see her ch‘ldren. 

While she was at the house Mr. Foster, who had 
learned of her presence, went from his factory to 
see what she wanted, and sheran from the house 
and took refuge in the house of Mr. Foster's sister, 
Mrs. Rand, close by Mr. Foster followed, but 
Mrs. Rand would not let himin, and fastened the 
door upon him, He became greatly enraged, and 
going into the yard seized an axe and broke the 
door down and committed some personal violence 
upon his sister, for which he was sulsequently 
fined in court. His wife at once brought proceed- 
ings for divoree, and he filed across bill. About 
two weeks ago the case was settied without a pub- 
Jic trial at New-Haven. Mrs. Foster first warted 
$30,000 and the custody of her two ehildren, but a 
compromise was finally made for about $15,000, 
and she was allowed to take the children. 

Mr. Foster then consented to let her have a 
divorce on the alleged ground of adultery, though 
in a newspaper card published afterward he de- 
clared that the charge was false, and that he 
agreed to the divorce because he could not live 
happily with his wife, and, as matters stood, she 
had a deed from his father of his va!uable resi- 
dence and would have a aowry right in his estate. 
He considered it to his advantage as a finan- 
cial speculation to permit her to have her own way 
in the sult, though it did cut off the young woman 
who was thereal or imaginary cause of the trouble 
from proving her innocence. 

The matier has now takena new turn, which will 
give the Meriden gossips another chance to enjoy 
themselves. Mr. Foster last night was married to 
Miss Simonds by the Rev. Mr. Hall, of the Congre- 
gational Church, of which she is a member, and 
the couple will soon start on an extended bridal 
tour,

A CATHEDRAL IN DANGER OF FALLING. 

HARTFORD, Dec. 14.—A discovery has just 
been made here that the new cathedral of the Koman 
Catholics in Farmington-avenue is in danger of 
falling Gown. It isthe largest church edifice in the 
State. The foundations were begun in 1878, and 


the basement was for atime covered over and ser- 
vices held there for want of funds to carry the 
walisup. Every parishin the State bas been asked 
to contribute, as the church is close by the Bishop’s 
residence, and between $200,000 and $300,000 have 
probably been raised. The roof is now going on. 
The apparent danger to the structure is in the set- 
tling of parts of the walls. There are very exten- 
sive eracks in several places, some of them being 
wide enough already tothrustahandinto. It is 
an immensvly solid structure, and it does not seem 
possible to remedy the trouble without rebuilding, 
especially as the foundations are considered inse- 
cure by resting upon quicksand. Experts are to be 
called in at once to see what can be done. It bas 
been a severe strain upon the financial resourees 
of the Roman Catholics of the State to erect the 
building, and its destruction would bea loss not 
easily made good.

AN FLEVATOR WAR DECLARED, 

Sr. Louris, Dec. 14.—The St. Louis Elevator 
Company held a secret meeting yesterday, at which 
war was declared by J. B. M. Kehelor, who is the 
principal stockholder of the concern, and in re- 
ality at the head of its affairs, against George M. 
Jackson, its President. Kehelor owns 450 of the 
5,000 shares of the company’s stock, and has se- 
cured control of additional shares sufficient to se- 
cure success of his wovements. Another matter 
which came up was the threatened withdrawal 
from the pool of Larimore, who owns a majority 
of elevator capacity in the city, and bas contracts 
with Gould which would shut out other elevators 
from his business. Jay Gould is part owner with 
Larimore of the Carondelet Elevator, and if they 
puil out of the pool they will have a monopoly of 
all the grain on the Iron Mountain, St. Louis and 
San Frascisco, Missour! Pacific. and Wabash lines.

THE PHOENIX PARK CRIME 


IMPORTANT CLUES SECURED BY 
THE DUBLIN POLICE. 

TWO MEN ARRESTED AND PARTLY IDENTIFIED 
—THE POLICE SURE OF THEIR GUILT— 
LORD DERBY ON THE LAND QUESTION. 

Dusiryn, Dec. 14.—Two important ar- 
rests were made here this morning in 
connection with the murder of Lord 





Frederick Cavendish and Under Sec- 
retary Burke. The names of the men 
arrested are Brady, a  pavior, and 


Hanlon, a leather currier. One of them has 
been identified by persons who were in Pheenix 
Park on the night of the murders as one of the 
men seen on the car on which the assassins 
rode, ‘The arrests were made on the evidence 
of informers. 

The detectives believe that they have at 
length unravelled the Phoenix Park mystery. 
The Police admit that in consequence of the 
recent free distribution of placards offering a 
reward for private information, and of the 
arrests following the Fenian outrages, a num- 
ber of informers have come forward. Some 
of these informers, when they found that 


the Police already knew much, were induced 
by fear to tell more. The Police, by put- 
ting together various items of intermation, 
have got what they believe to be a direct chain 
of information. The evidence began to thicken 
at the time of the assault upon Dennis Field. 
That affair was so similar in its attending cir- 
cumstances to the Phoenix Park crime that it 
was from the fizst hoped it would lead to a 
clue to the latter. Mr. Jenkinson, Di- 
rector of the Criminal Investigation 
Department: Mr. Curran, Queen’s Coun- 
sel, and Mr. Mallon, Superintendent of 
detectives, have been engaged for the last fort- 
night in a private inquiry. Hanlon, who 
was arrested to-day, is 28 years old, 
and small in stature. The other prison- 
er, Brady, is 35 years of age, and is 
tall, stout, and robust. They both reside 
near Thomas-street. They were confronted 
at Dublin Castle to-day with several persons 
who, at the inquest over the body of Lord 
Frederick Cavendish, testified that they had 
seen the Phoenix Park assassins drive away. 
Mr. Curran, however, did not deem their 
identification of Brady and Hanlon sufficient, 
but the prisoners were detained in order that 
others might have an opportunity to see them. 
They will probably be publicly charged with 
the Phoenix Park murders in the Police Court 
to-morrow, when about six witnesses will be 
examined. It is thought that further arrests 
will be made in connection with the murders. 

Brady and Hanlon have since been dis- 
charged, but they will appear before a magis- 
trate to-morrow. The proceedings taken in 
the case are under the Prevention of Crimes 
act. 

The Co-operative Stores here were destroyed 
by fire to-day. The building was full of 
goods. The loss is very extensive. It is re- 
ported that the care-taker and his family per- 
ished in the flames. 

The trial of Thomas Higgins, another of the 
prisoneas charged with being concerned in the 
murder of the Huddys, was begun to-day. The 
Crown Prosecutor declared that it would be 
proved that the aecused fired the shot which 
killed ong of the victims. 

Tbe Government has issved a circular in re- 
gard to the distress in the West of Ireiand, ‘n 
which it declares that it is determined to rely 
solely upon the administration of relief 
through Boards of Guardiuns, as it is satisfied 
that relief works are not only extravagant 
and demoralizing, but often fail to relieve the 
most needy. The Government will be pre- 
pared to empower Boards of Guardians to 
borrow money, if necessary, to meet the pres- 
sure on their resources. 

Mr. Parnell has arrived here. He will pre- 
side at a meeting of the National League to- 
morrow. 

At the Connaught Assizes to-day a prisoner 
was sentenced to life servitude for attacking a 
Bailiff’s house 

Lonpon, Dec. 14.—Lord Derby, in his speech 
at Manchester yesterday, said his personal 
opinion was that several millions spent in pro- 
moting emigration from ireland would be a 
profitable expenditure. He believed that ina few 
years, despite the Land act, small tenants in 
Ireland would be just as dependent as ever on 
the forbearance of landlords. Thus the old 
difficuities would recur, but he thought the 
Government should abstain from encouraging 
fresh large proposals for legislation in re- 
gard to Trish land. The Government 
should refuse to listen for an hour to the claim 
for Irish nationality in whatever disguise it is 
presented. An Irish Parliament would lead 
to separation as certainly as two and two 
make four. If wede not want this to become 
a practical question, he said, we must be care- 
fulto avoid giving vague pledges which will 
be construed to mean more than they do. 

Lonpvon, Dec. 15.—The Right. Hon. William 
Forster, in a speech at Glasgow, yesterday, 
said he did not think the Land act re- 
quired much alteration. He was sure 
the most powerful Government that 
ever existed in England would be over- 
thrown if it attempted to introduce homerule, 
which, he said, would never be granted, as it 
involved absolute separation and a great prob- 
ability of civil war in Ireland. 

A dispatch from Dublin says nothing tend- 
ing to elucidate the Phanix Park mystery has 
yet been discovered.

GERMAN AWNTI-SOCIALIST LAWS. 
A DEBATE IN THE REICHSTAG IN WHICH 
THE SOCIALISTS TAKE A FIRM STAND. 
Beruin, Dec. 14.—Herr Voilmar, Social- 
ist, referring to Prince Bismarck’s economic 
schemes in the Reichstag, yesterday, said 
trifling concessions would make the Socialists 
abate nothing of their total demands. The 
Socialists had been made revolutionists by re- 
pressive laws, which, however, had given them 


cohesive strength and discipline. Come what 
might they would continue to be indomitable 
champions of the oppressed, 

The Reichstag to-day negatived the motion 
presented yesterday by Herr Vollman declar- 
ing that no sufficient grounds had been shown 
by the Government for projonging the minor 
state of siege in Berlin, Hamburg, and L,eipsic. 
The House also resolved to take cognizance 
ot the report submitted by the Govern- 





ment concerning the carrying out of 
the laws against the Socialists. Dur- 


ing the discussion on these subjects Herr 
Richter declared on behalf of the Progressists 
that he would vote in favor of Herr Volimar’s 
motion. Herr Windthorst on behalf of the 
members of the Centre declared that the party 
would take cognizance of the Government’s 
report without intending thereby to express 
either approval or disapproval of the facts 
contained therein, and that they would vote 
against the resolution brought forward by the 
Socialists. Herr Wendt, member for Ham- 
burg, stated that the Senate of Hamburg was 
opposed to the prolongation of the state of 
siege in Hamburg. The Reichstag adjourned 
to Jan. 9.

THE BRITISH CABINET CHANGES.

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FUGITIVE CARS IN A CILY STREET.

SMASHING INTO A DRUG STORE AND EXTER- 
ING A SALOON, 


Sr. Lovurs, Dec. 14.—This morning an Iron 
Mountain freight train was passing up Poplar- 
street, and when near Fourth-street it broke 
in two and 30 cars began descending the decline 
toward the river. After the train had passed 
Seconad-street a transfer company truck driven by 
James Ryan turned cut of the company’s yard at 
this point and started to follow it up Poplar-street, 


but between Second and Third streets it was 
caught by the fugitive cars and was not able to get 
out of the way before it wasstruck bythem. Ryan 
saved his life by jumping, but the mules were run 
over and so badly injured that they had to be shot. 
The movement of the flying cars rapidly inereased 
to something terrific until just below Second-street, 
when one of them jumpcd the track and there was 
a fearful crash. All the cars were wrecked. 

One was hurled against the south-east corner of 
Kalb & Co.’s drug store. It demolished a ware- 
house, where a lot of soda was stored. occasioning 
a loss of $2,800. The main building, owned by P. 
G. Gerhardt, was damaged to the extent of several 
hundred dollars. Another car was thrown to the 
other side of the track into the front door of 
Charles Williams’s saloon, at No. 115 Poplar-street, 
and greatly surprised Mr. Williams, who was sit- 
ting by the stove, awaiting morning visitors of 
another kind. A third car was precipitated clear 
from the track at exact right apgles, and plunged 
through a brick wall, Several hours were spent in 
clearing away the wreck. At least $15,000 damage 
was done. 
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DARING ROBBERY BY DAYLIGHT. 
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A VALUABLE PACKAGE OF JEWELS TAKEN 
BEFORE THE OWNER’S EYES. 

CLEVELAND, Dec. 14.—About 1 o’clock this 
afternoon a well-dressed man entered Miles’s dia- 
mond parlors in Euclid-avenue, walked behind the 
counter, and up toa table at which sat Mr. Miles. 
Pulling out a cheap watch, he said he desired the 
spring fixed. Miles took it, and while examining 
the watch, the fellow picked up a package of dia- 


monds, emeralds, &¢., worth $10,000, which was 
lying on the table. and slowly walked out, ieaving 
the watch behind him. A tew minutes afterward 
Miles missed the package. Police and detectives 
were immediately informed, but no clue as to 
the perpetratorof the theft could be found. The 
strangest part of the whole matter is that the 
clerks, a half dozen in number, were all in the 
room, and also a number of customers, and still 
not a person saw the daring theft committed. It 
is one of the boldest and most daring rorberies 
ever committed in this city. The jewels taken 
were 87 small diamonds and 7 large ones, 3 fine 
gemsand 2 large ones, a large number of pack- 
ages containing small dixmonds, a package of 
small rubies, a package of smali cat’s-evyes,2 large 
emeralds, 4 package of emeralds, u package con- 
taining 2 diamonds and 1 large ruby, and 8 papers 
of rose diamonds and pearls.

THE CANEGROWERS’ CONVENTION. 

Sr. Louis, Dec. 14.—The interesting feature 
of to-day’s session of the Mississippi Valley Cane- 
growers’ Convention was the reading of an address 
on the subject of sorghum industry by George B, 
Loring, Commissioner of Agriculture. He said that 
reports, so far as received from 26 States, showed 
that the production of sugar from sorghum was 
425,755;pounds of sugar.and 8,525,597 gallons of svrup. 
He said the fact that sucurean be profitably made 
from sorghum had been proved: whether it was a 
universal crop or not, time and exvericnce would 
prove. Onthe subject of the corn crop the Com- 
missioner auswed the charge made by the Chicago 
papers that his department had sent forth incorrect 
figures, and said that the present year’s corn crop 
would be more than 1,200.000,000 buskels,

INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 14.—An informal meet- 
ing of temperance leaders was held at the Grand 
Hotel last evening, at which Col. Eli Ritter, Dr.

It was determined to use every effort to 
secure the submission of the prohibitory amend- 
ment at a special election, and to this end an enor- 
mous number of petitions will be brought to 
bear upon the Legislature. Nothing was said et 
the conference about forming a distinct prohibition 
party in the State, the whole purpose of the leaders 
now being to bend the Legislature to a compliance 
with their wishes.

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AN OLD PALACE ON FIRE 


HISTORICAL HAMPTON COURT DAM- 
AGED BY FIRE AND WATER. 
THE FLAMES CONFINED TO ROOMS OVER THE 
PICTURE GALLERY—VALUABLE TAPES- 

TRIES AND FRESCOES INJURED. 

Lonpon, Dec. 14.—A fire broke out early 
this morning in the east quadrangle ot Hamp- 
ton Court, the royal palace at Hampton, 15 
miles from this city. ._The local fire brigade 
succeeded in confining the flames to a private 
suite of apartments in the cloistersin which 
they originated. These rooms—12 in number 
—were all scorched, but the contents of only 
two were utterly destroyed. They are imme- 
diately abo¥e the picture gallery, and the wa- 
ter thrown into them dripped into that apart- 
ment and did much injury to the paintings, 
tapestry, and curiosities. The tapestry most 
damaged is part of that representing Alex- 





dev the Great entering Babylon after 
the battle of the Granicus. The cele- 
brated painted ceiling of Queen Anne’s 


bedroom was also damaged by water. 
The rooms known as the Queen’s Gallery and 
the King’s and Queen’s private chambers and 
drawing-room were flooded. In the picture 
gallery are paintings by Rembrandt, Rubens, 
and Kneller, and Lely’s celebrated ‘* Beauties,”’ 


which narrowly escaped ruin. A woman was 
suffocated during the fire. The toss caussd by 
the flames, water, and smoke is estimated at 
£50,000, 

Hampton Court Palace, which is about a 
mile from the village of Hampton, and close 
to the bank of the Thames, is one of tie finest 
existing specimens of the imposing Tudor 
style of architecture. It was for many years 
a royal residence, was at one time a royal 
prison, and occupies a prominent place among 
English historical buildings. Early in the 
sixteenth century Cardinal Wolsey began its 
erection, and in 1515 he received a lease 
of the mansion and grounds for 99 years, He 
spent immense sums of monéy upon the build- 
ings and grounds and succeeded in making so 
oretentious a palace that the sovereign, Henry 
TIII., showed some signs of envy. After oc- 
cupying it forli years the Cardinal, in 1526, 
presented the lace to the King, telling 
him he had designed it from the beginning 
for his use. It became Henry’s favorive 
residence, and he spent more fortunes upon 
it to make it suit his fancy. He built 
several additions, including the great hall and 
chapel, in the Gothic style. Only two of the 
original five quadrangles now remain, but a 
third was erected by Sir Christopher Wren for 
William ill. The beautiful gardens, which 
are still numbered among the finest in Eng- 
land, were laid out at the desire of William 
III., and contain 44 acres. They are in the 
formal Dutch style, with elevated terraces, 
long shady walks, and a labyrinth called 
the ‘“*Maze,” which is always an ob- 
ject of great interest to visitors. The 
grounds are stocked with deer and other 
pets, and the beauty of their appearance 
is greatly enhanced by the proximity of Bushy 
Park, which is celebrated fer its long avenue 
of great chestnut trees. ‘The palace was sold 
by Parliament in 1641, but it afterward fell 
into Cromwell’s hands, and continued to be 
one of the principal residences of the English 
sovereigns until the time of George JI. It was 
the birth-place of Edward VI. and the meeting- 
place of the conference held in the reign 
of James [. to settle the dispute between 
the Presbyterians and the State clergy, and 
it served for some time as a prison for 
Charlies I. It has for some time been used in 
part as a residence for members of the aris- 
tocracy who had more blue blood in their 
veins than yellow cash in their pockets, and 
who had some particular claims upon the 
crown. These stylish pensioners live here 
in quiet and luxury. at her Majesty’s 
expense. A great part of the building, 
however, is still devoted to the State 
apartments and picture gallery. The whole 
palace, indeed, is one immense picture gallery, 
containing more art works than some national 
galleries, many of them of great value. The 
celebrated cartoons of Raphael which it for- 
merly possessed -were a short time ago taken 
to the South Kensington Museum, and conse- 
quently were in no danger of injury by the 
tire. The pictures still in the building, how- 
ever, include a largs collection of portraits of 
persons famous in English history and fine 
specimens of the old masters. 

The principal embellishments of the palace 
were made long after William and Mary had 
seen the last of Hampton Court. Macaulay 
gives an extended description of the expensive 
improvements within and without. ‘* Much 
idle ingenuity was employed,” he says, “in 
forming thet intricate labyrinth of verdure 
which has puzzled and amused five genera- 
tions of holiday visitors from London. A new 
court, not designed with the present taste, 
but stately, spacious, and commodious, rose, 
under the direction of Wren. The wainscots 
were adorned with the rich and delicate carv- 
ings of Gibbons. The staircases were in a 
blaze with the glaring frescoes of Verrio. In 
every corner of the mansion appeared a pro- 
fusion of gewgaws not yet familiar to Eng- 


lish eyes. Mary had acquired at ‘The 
Hague a taste for the porcelain of 
China, and amused herself by form- 
ing, at Hampton, a vast collection of 


vases, On which houses, trees, bridges, and 
mandarins were depicted in outrageous deti- 
ance of all the laws of perspective. But the 
new palace was embellished with works of art 
of a very different kind. A galiery was 


erected for the cartoons of Raphael. Those 
great pictures, then and _ still the finest 
on our side of tne Alps, had been pre- 


served by Cromwell from the fate which 
befell most of the other masterpieces in the col- 
lection of Charles I., but had been suffered to 
lie many years nailed up in deal boxes. The 
expense of the works at Hampton was a sub- 
ject of bitter complaint to many Tories, who 
had very gently blamed the boundless profu- 
sion with which Charles II. had built and re- 
built the dwellings of the Duchess of Ports- 
mouth.’? Hampton is a military station, and 
being only about 15 miles from the capital the 
palace and its grounds are favorite places of 
resort,

CuHicaGo, Dec. 14.—A decided sensation was 
created here by the published announcement of the 
arrest of Gurdon Corwith lust Monday at the in- 
stance of A. Booth, Jr., and his holding under bonds 
of $25,000 ona charge of obtaining $22,000 under 


false pretenses. Both young men belong to fami- 
lies who are among the oldest and best known 
in the city. There is a statement to the 
effect that Corwith received the money 
ut various times on the representation that 
he was in with a combination which had 
a corner instocks from which an immense protit 
was sure to be realized; that, instead of this 
being true, Corwith lost it allin speculation on the 
Board of Trade iu three days, Most strenn- 
ous efforts have been meds to keep the 
matter from the public, with success for 
a time. Numerous rumors are afloat about 
the matter, one being that young Corwith 
lost not only his friend's money, but $20,000 of his 
own, together with various other sums borrowed, 
und that his losses on the board amounted to over 
$100,000. Another rumor is to the effect that the 
young men were partners in a deal, and that young 
Booth, finding he was a heavy loser, “lay down on” 
his partner. The exact facts will probably never 
be known, as the chances are that the matter will 
be settled without further legal proceedings.

THE GRANDSON OF SENATOR CRITTENDEN 

BHOOTS DOWN AN INOFFENSIVE NEGRO. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 14.—The brutal mur- 
der of Rose Moseley, a negro, by Thomas Critten- 
den, a young man of the best blood in Ken- 
tucky, at Anchorage, last night, was a most 
cruel and yet striking illustration of the bitter 
prejudice still existing in this State against accord- 
ing the colored people any measure of the rights 
to which they are entitled. The negro’s sole of- 
fense was swearing tv the truth in a Police Court, 
and yet he was muraered in the most heartless 
manner by his master, who was defeated in 
a trifling suit by his testimony. Young 
Crittenden, the murderer, is a grandson 
of United States Senator Crittenden, the patriotic 
war Senator of Kentucky, an intimate friend of 
President Lincolm. Crittenden’s father, Robert H., 
was for many years United States Marshal of this 
district, and one of the most honest, efficient, 
and popular officials in the State. The 
family has furnished many distinguished men, 
and the present Governor of Missouri is an own 


cousin of the assassin. The latter is widely known 
in this city as a reckless but popular young 
**blood,”” who has figured in many street brawis 
and been on one or two occasions arrested tor 
drunkenness and fighting. 

SiHe was fora time Deputy Marshal under his father, 
and earned the name throughout the State of being 
a daring and a desperate man. Theaffair which led 
to the shooting lest night occurred Friday even- 
ing. Young Crittenden haa been around the depot 
at Anchorage during the afternoon drinking, 
and for some cause assaulted a young pegro 
named Philip Young, who was a kind of a hanger- 
on around the station. For this Crittenden 
was arrested, and his trial took place at 
Middletown yesterday morning. Rose Moseley, 
who worked on the Crittenden place, was present 
at the depot at the time of the assault, and wasthe 
principal witness at the trial. Crittenden made a 
defense claiming justification, and the case 
would no doubt bave been dismissed had it not 
been for the testimony of Moseley. As he worked 
for Crittenden it was thonght he would take his 
side independent of the truth. When puton the 
stand, however, he told a straight story, and on his 
testimony the case went against Crittenden, witha 
fine of 1 cent and costs. 

Crittenden was slightly incensed over the matter 
and before leaving the court made threats against 
Moseley. A negro named William Butler heard 
the threats and told Moseley he had better look 
out. The two went back to the depot at Anchor- 
age and there on the platform met Crittenden. He 
had been drinking, and appeared to be very 
much agitated. He asked Moseley if he was going 
back to the house, and being answered in 
the negative, turned around and walked toward 
his home. Soon after Crittenden was seen com- 
ing toward the depot with a  double- 
barreled shot gun, and Butier again 
warned Moseley to look out. The two 
negroes were standing upon the piatform when 
Crittenden came up. As he jumped upon the plat- 
form he pointed his gun at Moseley, beinz so close 
that the muzzie touched his clothing, and 
saving, “You d——d nigger you swore to 
a lie,”’ pulled the trigger. As the poor vietim 
turew up his hands and whirled, with a plea of 
mercy trembling on his lips, Crittenden fired the 
second shot, tearing open the negro’s bosom, 
and the man, with a wild ery of 
agony, fell dead at his feet. After the shooting, 
Crittenden turned about in an unconcerned way 
and walked home, where he remained until ar- 
rested. An inquest was held and, after careful in- 
vestigation, the jury returned a verdict of willful 
and malicious murder. 

Crittenden was brought to this city and lodged 
in jail. His father said to-day that he had some 
hopes of securing a term in the penitentiary as the 
exireme penalty of the crime, and there are 
very few that think the murderer will be 
hanged. The expression “ served the nigger right” 
was more frequently heard onthe streets to-day 
than any other comment, and bets have been made 
that young Crittenden will be a free man inside of 





ayear. The examining trial will take place Satur- 
day. 
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THE BATTLE OF 7HE BAR-ROOME 
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MURDEROUS FACTION FIGHTS IN ALABAMA— 
DEATH OF MALONEY IN OPELIKA. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 14.—One of the sad 
sequels of tne Opelika (Ala.) riots, which have be- 
come notorious, and which are not yet_ ended, was 
the arrival this afternoon of the dead body of 
‘*Bob” Maloney, as he was familiarly known in 
Atlanta, who fell a victim to the assassin’s bullet 
in Opelika last Friday. In the municipal govern- 
ment of Opelika two factions have for some time 
claimed to reign—one the “‘ Bar-room,” headed by 
one Dunbar, a saloon-keeper, as Mayor, and the 
other by “The Citizens.”’ Dunbar and his 
gang held sway, the saloon-keeper occupy- 
ing the office of Mayor on one side, while 
the opposition claimed the right of government 
on the other. In the dissension incidental to a 
dual Government bitter feeling was engendered, 
which resulted a couple of weeks agoina general 
riot, in which a dozen men were wounded, the re- 
spective factions using deuble-barreled suot-guns. 
Among the wounded was James Roberts, bar- 
keeper for Maloney, whose saloon adjoins that of 
the alleged Mayor Dunbar. After this wholesale 
bloodshed quiet reigned until Friday, when Dun- 
bar sent his collector to gather in vity taxes, pay- 
ment of which was refused by many who do nut 
recognize the municipaiity as legal, among them 
Maleney. 

On Friday the battle of the “* Bar-rooms.” as the 
municipal contest was designated, ended in the 
fatal shooting of Maloney and the serious wound- 
ing of half a dozeu others. On the morning of 
that day Maloney sent for Roberis. who bad re- 
covered from his wounds, aud said tohim: “I 
have a queer and strange presentiment. If you 
hear any tiring to-night please come over at once.” 
The sun went down that night on the renewal of 
the riot between the Dunbar Police and the people, 
during whieh shots were fired. Remember- 
ing Maloney’s request, Roberts at once rushed 
over to the corner of South Raliroad and Chambers 
streets, and there found Maloney trying to pull off 
his shirt. “ What is the matter?” said Roberts. 
Pointing his finger to bis left breast, Maloney indi- 
cated that the troubie lay there. He became faint 
and reeled, and Roberts at onve had him taken up 
to his room and medical attendance was sent for. 
* One month ago,” said Roberts, with suppressed 
feeling, ** Maloney carried me up into this room 
aiter [ had been shot by these devils, and now I 
have to perform the same duty for bim.” 

Maloney lingered from Friday until yesterday 
evening, shot through ihe upper love of the ietft 
lung. Agaiu last night hostilities were renewed, 
and from 10 to 11 o'clock the rattle of musketry 
kept increasing, untilit seemed that the town was 
given over todemonism. On ali sides could be 
heard reports of piatoisand guns, and at 11:15, 


with the sound of the fray in his” ears, 
Maloney died. Maloney's murderer was 
arrested by the Sheritf, who turned him 
over to his son, a_ stripling, and, the 


sisyer asking to be allowed to step outside sud 
see a man, the request was granted and nothing 
further has been heard of him. 

Maloney was long a resident of Atlanta, but for- 
merly lived in Oshkosh, Wis., to which piace his 
remains will be forwarded to-night. ‘Threats 
bave been made by Opelika friends that they 
will arrive in Atlanta Saturday for the pur- 
pose, it is said, of assassinating reporters here 
for writing up lawless deeds in Opelika. 
The Alabama Legislature has revoked the charter 
of Opelika and put the town under five Comumis- 
sioners until matters are adjusted. Meantime a: 
outbreak is threatened at any moment. Travel- 
ers go cireuitous routes to reach points which by 
way of Opelika would be nearer, as passengers 
have bad to prostrate themselves in the bottom of 
the coaches while passing through the town to 
avoid being fired at.

FURTHER DETAILS OF THE NORTE 
WESTERN AGREEMENT. 

A MEMORANDUM STATEMENT SIGNED BY THH 
GENERAL MANAGERS—MR. PORTER T@ 
RETIRE FROM THE OMAHA. 

A memorandum agreement in which the 
General Managers of the warring railroads in the 
North-west bound themselves to restore and main< 
tain rates was signed ana sent yesterday to Com 
missioner Carman, in Chicago. The packet con< 
taining it will remain sealed until Monday, whem 
a meeting will be held in that city at which a per- 
manent agreement will be made. No change in 
the terms detailed yesterday, officers of the road@ 
say, are contemplated. To secure modificationg 
in the compact 20 days’ notice will be required. 
The Rock Island's policy has been to allow com 
missions to agents who secure passenger business 
forit. Toconformtoits ideas in this respect ¢ 
maximum figure for commissions will be allowed 
each line. There will, however, be no rebates om 
tickets. Neither rebates nor commissions will bq 


allowed on freight. Not only will the penalty of 
$500 be imposed for every instance of cutting i 
rates, but the amount received for the shipmen 
will also be taken and divided among the lin 
not concerned inthe breach. While the gener 
pooling arrangement ja abrogated the St. Paul an 
North-western will continue for the present t 
divide tkeir earnings on west-bound trajfic. Th 
ultimate idea is understood to be « general pool. 
Free and fair competition with established rat 
fora year will allow each road to show what p 

of the business would naturally come to it an 
what portion it ought to receive in a pool. Thq 
passenger tickets which were issued during the wal 
at the out rates were made good for 24 hours only, 
so yesterday was the last day on which they coul 
be used. Notime contracts were made for carry4 
ing freivht at the war rates, and the effects of the 
war do not continue after its close. 

There will be a meeting of the Board of Directorg 
of the Omaha to-morrow morning, at No. 52 Sroad« 
way, at which the control of the road will b4@ 
turned over to the North-western. The programm 
is for H. H. Porter, the President, and the othes 
officers to resign. Marvin Hughitt, the Vice-Presi 
dent of the North-western, is to be made Pre sidentj 
and M. L. Sykes, the Secretary of the North-west 
ern, it is said, will be Vice-President. Sweeping 
changes are to be madein the directory, to which 
neither Mr. Hughitt nor Mr. Sykes at present bei 
longs. Whether the Omaha will be consvulidated 
with the North-western or leased to it is not yef 
announced. The value tothe North-western ot itt 
acquisition has been pointed out. A large amount 
of Omaha stock changed hands yesterday. M 
Porter will remain in this country this Wintel 
and goto Europe nextyear. The retiring Presiden’ 
of the Omaha is a man of 46, who started in life a 
a freight clerk on the old Chicago and Galena Raik 
road. At 23 he was General Superintendent of the 
Michigan Southern Railroad. He subsequently be 
came General Manager of the North-western—thd 
position new occupied by his successor in the 
Omaha Presidency. When he retired from the 
North-western in 1875 he took hold of thd 
West Wisconsin Road, a bankrupt concern 3 
little over 180 miles long, with a bonde 
debt of $6,000,000 and a floating debt of $1;800,000.} 
He built the North Wisconsin and acquired the St.j 
Paul and Sioux City Railroad, leading from St/ 
Paul to the wheat-growing prairies of Minnesot 
and Iowa, thence to the corn-growing regions ¢ 
Nebraska and Omaha, and finally to a connectioa 
with the Union Pacific at Norfolk, Neb. Thus j 
system of 1,200 miles was made up. A railroa 
man, speaking of Mr. Porter, said he was a wonder? 
fully energetic man, a capable railroad manager, 
and had acquired a large fortune by his ow” 
efforts. Mr. Hughitt, Mr. Porter's successor, is 4 
fine looking man of about 45, who began life as 4 
telegraph operator. He has been employed 1 
almost every position in the railroad service an 
worked his way up to his present place. He is re 
garded as one of the best railroad men in tr@ 
country. : 

At a meeting of representatives of various Ezat- 
ern, Pacific voast, aud lowa railroad lines at Co. 
missioner Fink’s office yesterday, no further actica@ 
was taken with regard to the division of the tarl¥ 
on the transcontinental contract business in whici 
the imtermediate or Iowa lines asked a larget 
share. It was asserted, however, that the lowa 
railroad men were far from satisfied with the re- 
sult of Wednesday's sonierence, and that latera 
general meeting of representatives of lowa roadd 
would be called in Chicago to take steps toward 
making arrangements more satistactory to them. 

The representatives of the routes between thd 
Missouri River and the Pacific coast met yester 
day, but did not eonclude their redistribution of 
percentages in the division of the overland bus 
ness. The day was spent entirely in discussion, 
but the question will probably be decided to-day.

CONSOLIDATED EASTERN ROADS. 
PROBABLE UNION OF THE BOSTON AND 
MAINE AND EASTERN ROADS. 

Boston, Dec. 14.—It is now believed that 
the consolidation of the Eastern and the Boston 
and Maine Railroads, through a lease of thd 
former to the latter, is possible before very long. 
The election ef a Board of Directors of the East: 
ern favorable to the project, and the strengthen 
ing of the position of the road by the election, as 


its President, of President Jackson. of the Maine 
Central Railroad, are taken as strong indicationg 
of the ultimate success of the long contemplated 


scheme. ‘Ihe Directors of the Maine are 
in favor of leasing, provided they cau 
secure it on satisfactory terms. The oues< 


tion bas practicaily resolved itself into one of 
terms, If the Maine Directors can get the road on 
their terms they are ready to lease it. while thé 
Eastern Directors are ready promptly to lease on 
what they regard «5 satisfactery terms. No defis 
nite terms bave yet been offered by the Boston an 

Maine, and what may be offered cannot be stated 
but it is declared that the Boston ard Maine wil 
not consent to pay any dividends on the stock o; 
the Eastern above what may be earned in exeess of 
the Maine's present dividends; in other words, that 
it will uot take any part of its present earnings td 
pay dividends on the Eastero Railroad stock. The 
Maine Central Road is controlied by the Easter 

whic, as a corporation, owns more than one-hal 

its stock. In all the talk which has been had on the 
project of consolidation, it has been understood by 
the Maine Kailroad peopie, at least, that the owner 
ship of the stock would go with the rest of cp 
property of the Eastern, and it wouid be lease 

the same as any other property. It is de 
clared that Boston and Maine Directors would not 
consent to any other arrangement. Itis probable 
that a conference on the subject of the lease wi 

be had at once between the new Directors of the 
Eastern and those of the Boston and Maine, It ig 
said that the whole control of the Eastera 
stock, by the resuit of yesierday’s election, is now 
in the hands of Messrs. Hougiliton and Lawrence, 
both of whom are uncerstood te be strong advo} 
cates of the lease of the road to the Boston an

MR. WOLFE’S RAILROAD SCHEME, 

THE TROUBLES OF TH CINCINNATI, NEW 
ORLEANS AND TEXAS PACIFIC ROAD. 

CrncinNatTI, Dec. 14.—The Commercial of 
this morning, in counection with the discussion re 
lating to the overissue of stock of the Cincinnath 
New-Orleans and Texas Pacific Railway, printa th¢ 
following statement from Mr. Frederick Wolfe 
who is known as the fnancia! agent of the Erlanges 
syndicate: “The Cincinnati, Selma and Mobile 
directory meeting has beer feztooned until the 
28th inst... on wccount of sickness in my family pre 
venting me for the present from going south. The 
bonds are all right,and can be marketed at any 
time. | wish, however, to do the best possible 
forthem. Wehavetwo propositions pending, one 
isfor a lease. The parties offering to ieaso thé 
road are willing to guarantee the interest on the 
bonds, thus making them worth at least par. Ta 
this Lam opposed, as it would do nothing for th¢ 
stock. The other party propose to indorse th¢ 
bonds in consideration of 51 per cent. of the stock 
orthe control of the road being transferred t¢ 
tuem. Ithink tis’ every stockholder should un 
hes‘tatingly consent to this. The directory of the 
company who are to indorse the bonds meet early 
in January, and the whole transaction can bé¢ 
cleared up immediateiy thereafter.” 

‘the Doughty assets consist chietly of the papet 
of this road, and should Mr. Wolfe’s plan be carrie¢ 
out successfully, the Administrator could realiz¢ 
upon the assets at an early date, and with the pro 
ceeds the over-issue of the Cincinnati, Ne w-Oriean: 
and Texas Pacific could be taken up. ‘Che mattei 
received much consideration to-day from the hold 
ers both of the legal and fraudulent stock certifi 
cates, who all are gratefal to Mr. Wolfe for matur 
ing a plan that will, perhaps, lead to the 
clearing up of the present nasty entanglement 
Doubts are entertained of its practicability. “‘ Mr 
Woife may be smart enough,” said.a prominent raib 
road man to-day, “‘to get rid of the Cincinnati 
Selma and Mobile on as favorable terms as he pro 
posed, but I don’t know of any one else who would 
expect to do it. However, the probability tha! 
there 1s such a way out of the woods bas imparted 
a better fceling to the hoiders of Cincinuati, New 
Orle-ns and Texas Pacific to-day, though the mat 
ket for the stock was not affected.”

OTHER RAILROAD MATTERS. 
PHILADELPAIA, Dec. 14.—Another specia) 
meeting of the Boardc¢ ‘irectors of the Philadel- 
phia and Reading Railroad Company was held this 
afternoon. The policy of silence is still pur 
sued in relation to the affairs of the com 
bany. but it is understood that a plan of 
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financial reorganization is in course of perfec- 
tion, which will be submitted to the annual 
meeting of stockholders next month. There will 
be a number of changes in the organization of the 
Northern Central Railroad Company effected at 
the meeting of the Board of Directors at their 
meeting to-morrow afternoon. Tbe object of 


these official transfers is to bring the operation of 
the company more thoroughly in accord with the 
Pennsylvania Railroad system. The Finance Com- 
mittee of the board has already acted on the divi- 
deud, which will be announced efter the action of 
the board to-morrow. 

LonG BRANCH, Dec. 14.—The officials of the 
New-York and Long Branch Railroad Company 
stated to-day that no difficulty had arisen over jis 
necounts. The road extents from Woodbridge 
Junction, Middlesex County, to Bay Head, Ocean 
Cvuanty, a distance of 40 miles. It is operated 
jomtly by the Funnsylvania Railroad and the Cen- 
tral Railroad of New-Jersey. Under the agree- 
ment between the two companies each receives 50 
percent.of the profits of the road, and each guaran- 
tees the payment of one-half of its bonds. The ac- 
counting ofticers of the two roads were here on 
Tuesday and audited the accounts, as is usual at 
the close of the year. 


RAvricnu, N. C., Dee. 14.—Arrangements 
looking toan amicable adjustment of the differ- 
ences between the Atlantic and North Carolina 
Railroad Company and its lessee, the Midland 
North Carolina Railroad Company, having failed, 
the Directors of the former to-day made a formal 
demand for possession of the leased road, which 
was refused by the Directors of the Midland Com- 
pany. Litigation wil probably ensue. 


Bancor, Me., Dec. 14.—The Directors of the 
Tnternational Railway of Maine held a meeting 
here to-day and elected J. H. Pope. of Cookshire, 
Juebeo, as President; Noab Woods, of Bangor, 
Vice-President; James F, Rawson, of Bangor, 
Merk, and C. . Woodward, of Bangor, Treasurer. 


Sr. Louis, Dec. 14.—R. S. Hayes, First 
Vice-President of the St. Louis, Iron Mountain and 
Southern Railroad Company, in a cireular,says that 
the Iron Mountain Company has purchased the 
read from Forest City to Helena, Ark., and that 
from and after Dec. 15 it will be operated as a part 
of the {ron Mountain Road. 

Boston, Dec. 14.—Tne newly elected Di- 
rectors of the Eastern Railroad Company ort- 
ganized yesterday by the selection of George FE. B. 
Jackson, of Portland, Me., as President, to fill the 
vacancy oceasioned hy the resignation of Mr. 
Phillips. Mr. Jackson has for several years past 
filled the same pbosition in the Maine Central Rail- 
road Company. 


ALBANY, Dec. 14.—The Syracuse, Geneva 
and Corning Railroad Company reports to the 
State Engineer, for the year ending Sept. 30, as 
follows: Total earnings, $181,512 33; total eharges 
against earnings, $97,319. 

Burra o, Dee. 14.—There is a heavy freight 
blockade at this point. the Central Railroad being 
unable to Gispose of the freight brought on by the 
Lake Shore Railroad. The trains of the latter road 
are obiiged io wait for hours at Hamburg, before 
they can make their way into the city. A similar 
blockade exists at Biack Rock and Fort Erie.

THE GUARDED CITY BANKS, 
—_—-——--—.———_— 
EXTRA PRECAUTIONS AGAINST ROBBERY 


AGAIN TAKEN BY THE POLICE LAST NIGHT. 

The extraordinary precautions taken by the 
Police authorities to protect the banks in this City 
by placing patrolmen on guard in front of them on 
Wednesday night appeared to have had the de- 
sired effect, as no bank was robbed, nor, so far as 
the authorities will admit, was any attempt made 
in that direction. Superintendent Walling yester- 
day said that information was brought to him by 
persons whom he declined to name, that led him to 
believe that an attempt would be made to roba 
bank in this City on Wednesday night. There was 
no indication given as to which bank had been 
selected, and whether the information was true or 
false, Superintendent Walling could not afford to 
take the chances, and so he had every bank pro- 
tected. “The officers of the banks,” he said, 
“have had (fair warning now, and they 
cannot afford to neglect any reasonable 
precaution to guard their premises trom 
the incursions of _ thieves. They should 
not depend entirely upon the Police, but should 
protect their own property to the best of their 
ability. If every bank in this City were ‘ wired’ 
(protected by burglar alarms) there would be very 
little to fear from burglars. Some of the banks 
are well protected, while others appear to place 
their dependence upon the uniformed patrolman, 
who often has a post a mile long, and whose move- 
ments can be readily watched and guarded against 
by the burglars.”? Inspector Byrnes refused to 
make any statement in reference to the matter. 
He remarked that in his opinion the Superintend- 
ent of Police had the rignt to dispose of his force 
in any way he thought fit for the protection of life 
and property without subjecting himseif to ques- 
tion or criticism. 

That the Police authorities do not intend to be 
caught napping was shown by the fact thatthe 
precautions taken on Wednesday night were again 
adopted last night. Orders were issued yesterday 
afternoon from Police Head-quarters to the com- 
manding officers of the various precincts in the 

ity to place trusty men on guard at the banks, 
and these orders were read to the men at the6 
o’clock roll-eall last evening, The men on guard 
at the banks were in plain clothes, and, acting 
evidently under instructions, kept themselves as 
secluded as possible from the public. They sought 
the shelter of neighboring doorways, coming out 
at short intervals from their places of retreat 
to take observations. In the Eighth Precinct 
there is only ore bank, the People’s, at 
Canal and Thompson streets,and a stalwart police- 
man stood on guard under the shacow of an awn- 
ing on the opposite side of the street. Capt. Bro- 
gan, of the Fifteenth Precinct, had men stationed 
at the East River National Bank, at Great Jones- 
street and Broadway; ‘at the German Exchange 
Bank, at Bond-street and the Bowery, and atthe 
Manhattan Savings Institution and the Bank for 
Savings in Bleecker-street. In the Fourteenth 
Precinct, at the Bowery National Bank, at Bowery 
and Canal-street; the Oriental Bank, at Grand- 
street and the Bowery; at the Butchers and Drov- 
prs’ National Bank, on the opposite corner; at the 
Pacific Bank. in Broadway near Grand-street, and 
at tne Bowery Savings Bank. In the other pre- 
tincts equal vigilance was exhibited. The patrol- 
men on the regular posts were ordered to show 
extra Vigilance.

JOHN KELLY AND OTHER TAMMANY 
WARRIORS ENTHUSIASTIC. 

For several days the Tammany warriors in 
the Second Assembly District have made prepara- 
tions for a great event which took place last night 
in the banquet hall of Sweeny’s Hotel. At 9 
o’clock coaches and cabs were rattled over the 
cobblestones in Duane-street to the entrance, and 
warriors in swallow-tail coats and shirt fronts 
sparkling with diamonds alighted and hurried up 


jhe staircase. Among those who were welcomed 
were Mr. John Keliy, Alderman William P. Kirk, 
Senator Thomas F. Grady, Assemblyman Thomas 
Maher, Warden James Fian, of the Tombs; Police 
Captain Tynan, Detective Gilbert Carr, Mayor Ed- 
ward Fitzgerald. of Troy; Alderman Samuel Mor- 
ris, of Troy; John Dennett, Fire Commissioner 
John J. Gorman, ex-Police Justice P. G. Duffy, Mi- 
chael W. Bowen. Patrick 8. Divver, Joseph Tobin, 
Thaddeus Moriarty, Coroner-elect William Ken- 
nedy, Thomas Connoliy, Thomas Davis, James 
Campbell, Thomas J. MacGrath, Michael J. Deery, 
James Dunphy, and ex-Alderman George Hall. 
Over 100 persons assembled in the parlors, and 
when Senator Grady said in a calm way, ‘ Gentle- 
men,” a death-like silence prevailed. After he had 
satisfied himself that he was to have the attentien 
of the gathering, he delivered an oration, which 
was frequently interrupted by applause. He euio- 
gized Alderman Kirk, describing him as a plain, 
honest man, whose fidelity to Tammany entitled 
him to the approbation of his fellow-men. After 
the *‘ golden-tongued” Senator had said many kind 
vvrords concerning the Alderman, he took from a 
heavy leather case a splendid gold watch, chain, 
and seal, Zhen in a poetical way he likened the 
merits of the Alderman to the merits of 
the watch, chain, and seal. The Alder- 
man arose, and his speech was 1 
tion. Never before had his constituents 
suspected that he was an orator. When he had 
made himself heard in a bomely and eloquent man- 
man, he was accepted as the Demosthenes of the 
Board of Aldermen. His poetical allusions to the 
time-piece which his admirers had purchased for 
him were equal to those uttered by Senator Grady. 
When he piaced the watch in his vest pocket and 
adjusted the chain and seal, the warriors were in- 
vited into the banquet hail, where tho veteran pro- 
prietor, Mr. Daniel Sweeny, and his employes 
were in attendance. The first toast was _ pro- 
posed by Senator Grady, to the health of Mr. 
Kelly, **An honest man, a pure Democrat, @ 
bold warrior, and a forgiving foe.” | Mr._Keily’s 
speech in reply was greatly applauded. He said 
that he had known Alderman Kirk through many 
years, and had never heard his fidelity to Tammany 
questioned, He wasiproud of the opportunity to 
speak in commendation of that gentleman’s politi- 
pal eareer. ile was glad that the testimonial of 
regard had assumed the shape there witnessed, It 
was far better than a serenade, with hundreds of 
men cheering for “ Billy Kirk.” Mr. Kelly spoke 
at great length, and his remarks stirred the enthu- 
siasm of his hearers. The festivities were contin- 
ged until a late hour, and champagne was more

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EVENTS IN THE METROPOLIS 


GENEVA AWARD BENEFICIARIES. 
THE ATLANTIC MUTUAL INSURANCE COM- 
PANY’S CLAIM. 


Among the claims for damages presented to 
the Geneva arbitrators, upon which were based 
the award of $15,500,000 in favor of tho United 
States and against Great Britain on account of the 
destruction of ships and cargoes by rebel cruisers 
during the war, was one for $1,653,889 made by the 
Atlantic Mutual Insurance Company, of this 
City. Thissum was tho aggregate of losses paid 
by that company for 39 vessels, with their 
cargoes, that were destroyed by the cruisers, 
After Great Britain had paid the indemnity fund 
and Congress had created acourt to adjudicate 


claims the Atlantic Mutual found itself disqualified 
from appearing immediately as aclaimant. This 
disqualification was inflicted upon it by the act of 
Congress which provided that the Court of Ciaims 
should not admit the claims of insurers whose 
losses were less than the profits through the war 
premiums upon their risks. ‘he act also provided, 
however, that if after the court had done its work 
there Temained a surplus of the indemnity fund 
Congress might satisfy other claims. There now 
remains of the Alabama fund a surplus of $9,533,- 
800. In 1878 the Legislature of this State passed a 
law in whieh is the following section: 

“If any marine insurance company, organized under 
the laws of this State, having paid a loss, shall receive 
asum derived from the Geneva award by way of re- 
imbursement of that loss, it shall be lawful for such 
company to divide the net amount so received, after 
deducting the expenses and Habilities relating thereto, 
among the persons or parties who paid premiums and 
suffered by the payment of the original loss, or were 
prevented from receiving so much as they otherwise 
would have received by occasion of that loss, Kc.” 


After the passage of that act the D rectors of the 
Atlantic Mutual appearto have begun to lose in- 
terest in its claim upon the surplus Alabama indem- 
nity fund, and, finally, they refused to take further 
steps to recover tie money, onthe ground that it 
would be unfair to use the current earnings of the 
company for that purpose. A suit was then becun 
against the company in the Supreme Court. The 
plaintiffs were David Dows and Alexander E. Orr, 
survivors of the firm of David Dows & Co., as it 
was constituted during the period of the war. 
They sued on behalf of themselves and 
all other persons whose dividends, as 
policy-holders of the Atiantic Mutual, were in 
any way reduced by the war losses, and they asked 
the court to decree that the company was the 
Trustee of the policy-holders, and that, as they had 
paid the war losses, they were equitably entitled 
to reapthe benefit of any sum recovered from the 
Alabama indemnity fund. ‘he insurance com- 
pany admitted the facts as stated in the petition 
and complaint of the plaintiffs and practically 
threw itself upon the court for advice and guid- 
ance. The case was sent to Mr. Frederick R. Cou- 
dert as Referee, and that gentleman made a report 
in favor of the plaintiffs. Upon this report the 
case went before Judge Van Vorst, in Supreme 
Court, Special Term, where it was argued by 
Messrs. C. and A. Van Santvoord for the plaintiffs 
aud Mr. Clifford A. Hand for the insurance com- 
pany. A decree in every way favorable to the 
plaintiffs has been made by Judge Van Vorst. It 
declares that the Atiantic Mutual is under a trust 
duty to the owners of property who, during the 
war, effected insurance with and paid premiums 
to it: that this trust duty bound it to dis- 
tribute among those persons, in due propor: 
tion, any sum realized by it upon its claim 
or claims upon the fund eollected from Great 
Britain; and that persons who have dealt with 
the company since 1873 have no right in Jaw or 
equity to participate in the benefits of such a fund. 
The decree grants the prayer of the plaintiffs that 
the company shall be directed to set apart from its 
other assets its claim upon the Geneva award fund 
and transfer it to persons selected or approved by 
it, who may apply for and collect any sum recovera- 
ble upon the claim and distribute the proceeds, after 
deducting the expenses of prosecuting the claims 
among the plaintiffs and others similarly situated. 
Finally, the decree approves of the selection of 
George WW. Lane, William H. H. Moore, and Charles 
D. Leverich as the Assignees of the claim. It appears 
from the papers in the case that the policy-holders 
up to 1878 are given an interest in the claim for the 
reason that the company prosecuted it as onits 
own behaif until the Legislature of this Stute

VALUABLE JEWELRY STOLEN. 
MRS. SHAY’S STORY OF A BURGLARY AT HER 
HOUSE. 

Ilouse thieves and burglars have been doing 
a thriving business among the residences in the 
neighborhood of West Eighty-third and Eighty- 
fourth streets. It is a lonely spot in the Thirty- 
first Precinct, and the residents complain of the 
indifferent protection afforded them by the Police. 
The latest work of the thieves was reported to 
Superintendent Walling yesterday by Mrs. Anna 
M. Shay, the wife of Daniel J. Shay, who livesina 
two-story and basement cottage on the north side 
of West Eighty-fourth-street, between Tenth-ave- 
nue and the Boulevard. The house is isolated, and 
in the rear are the stable and ecoach-bouse, the 
upper part of which is occupied as the sleep- 
ing apartmeuts of the coachman, John Murtha. 
On the south side of the street are high 
rocks, covered .with squatters’ shanties, The 
story of the robbery as told by Mrs. Shay 
is rather peculiar. She said her husband was ab- 
sent from the City on business, but as she expected 
him home on Wednesday night she sat up for him. 
At 1 o’clock yesterday morning be had not re- 
turned, and, becoming sleepy. she partially dis- 
robed and went to bed. She fell! asleep, and had 
been asleep probably an hour when she was 
aroused by hearing some one moving stealthiiy 
about the bed. The gas was turned low, and in 
the dim light she could make out the form of a 
man, wearing a peaked cap, at the bedside. She 
felt tnis man passing his hand down the bed- 
clothes, and saw him lift the mattresses on the 
bed. She was speechless from fright, and as 
she attempted to rise she was so overcome 
by fear that she fainted. She remembered 
nothing more until she became conscious again be- 
tween 4 and 5 o’elock, when she found herself on 
the floor. How she got there she does not know. 
She rushed up stairs to the second floor, which is 
occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Charles Leach. Mrs. 
Shay aroused them and reiated her experience. 
The coachman was awakened, and then an examt- 


nation of the bedroom was made. Mrs. Shay dis- 
covered that a small silk-lined jewel casket which 


she had for safety concealed between the mattresses | 


at the foot of her bed and which contained jewelry 
valued at $2,000 had been carried off. Nothing 
else in tho apartments bad been disturbed. ‘I'he 
front door of the house stood wide open. 
There were no marks of violence on this door, nor 
had any of the other doors or windows been tam- 

ered with. It was evident that the thief bad un- 
ocked the door with a duplicate key. The jewelry 
consists of a gold bracelet having upon it the initial 
S formed of 12 diamonds. A pair of cluster ear- 
rings, with breast-pin and pendant. In each of 
the ear-rings are seven diamonds; there are 12 
in the breast-pin, and one large and two small dia- 
monds in the pendant. Two cluster diamond rings, 
one ring with three large diamonds, another clus- 
terring containing 15 small diamonds a ring set 
with two diamonds and a turquoise, a plain ring 
set with three diamonds, another ring with a num- 
ber of diamonds set in the shape of a diamond, a 
ring containing four diamonds and three rubies, 
andagold watch and chain, the watch bearing 
Mrs. Shay’s initials, Mrs. Shay cannot describe 
the man. 

While the residents complain of the inefficiency 
and indifference of the Police, Capt. Murphy, who 
is in charge of the precinct says that he bas not 
force enough to properly guard the district. ‘The 
posts of some of the patroimen, particularly those 
covering the side streets, are miles in extent, and 
it is impossible for the men to cover the posts 
properly on that account. 
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ALUMINUM PROCESSES. 
The London dispatch, yesterday, stating that 
a process for the cheap production of aluminum 
had been discovered was shown by a ‘IlMEzs re- 


porter to Charles S. Platt, a gold and silver refiner | 


and assayer. Mr. Platt said that so-cailed cheap 
processes for making this metal had been dis- 
covered pertodically in the last 15 years, but 
he had never seen any of them amount to any- 
thing. Aluminum is entirely obtained from the 


Aluminum Society of Paris, who make it from clay. 
Before the Franeo-Prussian war it was said 
that it was made in England and Germany 
extensively, but when Paris was under sieze it was 
found that the metal could not be obtained any- 
where. No process has yet been found that can 
compete with the production of this society. Mr. 
Platt thought the new process spoken of could not 


be in operation, or the market would necessarily | 


be affectea. Aluminum is now worth $1 25 an 
ounce, troy weight, and not more than a ton a 
yearis used in this country. It is the lightest of 
metals, and is used in various ways, in aiuminum 
bronzes and what is known as aluminum gold. a 
union with copper. Dentists use it for making 
mouth plates for teeth, and it is available for math- 
ematical and some surgical instruments. A bar to 
its general use in manufacturing processes is the 
fact that it cannot be soldered and must be riveted.

ASKING DECREASED SUGAR DUTY. 

Mr. Lawson N, Fuller enlightened an audi- 
ence of about 800 people, including many ladies, at 
Masonic Temple, last evening, as to the duty upon 
sugar, and its production, adulteration, and con- 
sumption. The speaker said that sugar was now 
not a luxury but a necessity, and that upon every 
dollar’s worth whieh goes into consumption the 
Government received 30 cents tax, amounting to 
$50,060,000 annually. The adulteration of the arti- 
cle was increasing enormously, some grades haviag 
become positiveiy poisonous, and he argued that a 
decrease of the tax would lessen adulteration. 
He asserted that there was no valid reason why it 
should not be decreased. Mr. Fuller concluded 
that the only way to get pure sugar was to per- 
suade Congress to reduce the duty tol cent per

THE WESTERN UNION AGAIN SUED. 
AN ACTION TO RESTRAIN THE PAYMENT OF 
THE QUARTERLY DIVIDEND. 

Anew suit has been begun in the Superior 
Court of this City against the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company and its Directors, the plaintiff 
being Mr. William S. Williams. He is the same 
person in whose action the General Term of the 
Superior Court recently decided that the increase 
of the Western Union stock, at the time of the 
consolidation ef the corporation with the 
Atlantic and Pacific and the American 
Union Companies, was illegal and unauth- 


orized. The present action is for the purpose 
of preventing the payment of the quarterly 
dividend just declared on the stock which was 
illegally issued. In his complaint Mr. Williams says 
that he owns 100 shares of Western Union stock. 
He recites the facts attending the consolidation of 
the companies under the agreement of Jan. 19, 
1881, and the resulting increase of Western Union 
stock from $41,073,410 to $80,000,000, and charges 
that the contract and the issue of shares were with- 
out warrant of law, and that the issue of the 
$38,926,590 of stock was absolutely id. Refer- 
enco is made to the suit brought by Mr. 
Williams on Feb, 12, 1881, to prevent the 
consummation of the contract and the issue 
of the extra stock. Despite this, however, 
says the plaintiff, the corporation proceeded to 
issue the shares, which were distributed among the 
stockholders, and which have since been dealt in 
publiely and have been transferred from time to 
time. The whole issue, amounting to $38,926,590, 
has been. he says, declared to be illegal by the 
General Term of the Superior Court. Since its 
issue the company has gone on paying dividends 
upon this stock at the rate of 144 per cent. 
per quarter, the illegal dividends so paid amonnt- 
ing to the sum of $4,087,291 95. On the 
18th inst. the company and its Directors, aware of 
the illegal nature of the issue of the stock and also 
aware that the General Term had so decided, 
nevertheless proceeded to declare a dividend upon 
that stock of 144 per cent. for the quarter, payable 
on Jan. 15, 1883. After reciting this much, Mr. 
Williams says that from his knowledge of the past 
transactions and dealings of the Directors and offi- 
cers of the company in respect to this matter, he is 
Spoemeneire ‘that upon any intimation of an ap- 
plication to the court to restrain payment of divi- 
dends upon said illegal stock, the defendants, 
some of whom are large holders of such stock, will 
anticipate the day of payment of said declared 
dividend by withdrawing from said defendant 
company their nominal preportiens of such divi- 
dend, or deposit such dividend in trust for the 
holders of all spurious stock in anticipation of any 
order of the court.”’ 

He asks the court to restrain the Directors‘from 
paying auy dividend whatever upon the $38,926,590 
of stock, and that in case any of the Directors 
withdraw, receive, or cause to be paid or devosited 
in trust for the holders of the stock any portion of 
the dividend, they sball be adjudged toreturn and 
pay back to the company all such amounts with In- 
terest. Notice was served yesterday of a motion 
for a temporary injunction restraining the Western 
Union officers from paying the dividend on the oex- 
tra stock during the pendency of the litigation. 
John Sessions is the attorney and Robert Sewell 
the counsel for the plaintiff.

TEN ALDERMEN IN JAIL. 
THE GENERAL TERM REDUCES THE TERM 
OF IMPRISONMENT TO FIVE DAYS. 

Argument was heard yesterday before the 
General Term of the Supreme Court in Brooklyn 
on the motion made on Wednesdaay by ex-District 
Attorney Winchester Britton for a stay of proceed- 
ings in the case of the 15 Aldermen who were sen- 
tenced by JudgeGilbert to pay a fine of $250 eacnand 
to terms of imprisonmext varying from 10 to 30 
days for contempt of court. The contempt was 
committed in the last week of December, 1881, and 
consisted in the passage over the Mayor's veto, and 
in defiance of an injunction of the Supreme Court, 
of a resolution giving to the Brooklyn Elevated 
Railway Company, a bankrupt concern, the right 
to buiid elevated roads on all the principal 
streets of Brooklyn. The stay by which it was 
sougbt to prevent the execution of Judge Gilbert's 
sentence was soughtin order that the remittitur 
might be sent back to the Court of Appeals and 
modified so as to remit that part of the sentence 
relating to imprisonment. On Wednesday Judge 
Gilbert decided that the lower court had no power 
to change the sentences after the question had heen 
passed upon by the Court of Appeals. 

Mr. Britton spoke in support of the stay of pro- 
ceedings and ‘ex-Judge Cooke for the property- 
owners, opposed the motion. The arguments 
were a_ repetition of those made _ before 
Judge Gilbert. Mr. Britton pleaded ignorance 

the part of his clients and an ab- 
sence of any intention on their part 
to treat the court with contempt. Ex-Judge Cooke, 
while holding that the Aldermen had been gulity 
of deliberate contempt, did not press for their im- 
prisonment. Judge Barnard, 
Cullen and Dykman were sitting in General Term, 
handed down the decision of the court. He held 
that the remittitur of the Court of Appeals 
did not prevent the lower 
into consideration the mitigating circumstances 
when considering whether the sentence, as origin- 
ally imposed, should stand. Acting under this in- 
terpretation of the law the court reduced the sen- 
tences of all the Aldermen in contempt to five 


days’ each, yesterday to count as_ the 
firat day. No further appeal was __ tak- 
en. The delinquents were given time during 


the afternoon to arrange their business affairs, but 
before midnight all of them were tin jail. ‘The pris- 
oners were placed in the debtors’ room on the 
upper floor of the old prison. Their names are as 
follows: William Dwyer, John McCarty, James 
Kane, James Weir, Jr., Philip Casey, James Dono- 
van, William Lepine, William Allison, Philip 
Schmidt, H. A. Waters, Thomas Bowers, Benjamin 
B. Seaman, P. J. Kelly, and Thomas R. Armitage. 
Felix Doyle did not go to jail because he is con- 
fined to his house by serious illness. The Alder- 
men will be liberated on Monday night. 

Aldermen Lepine, Casey, Kane. and Donovan re- 
fused to goto jail onthe ground that their cases 
have not yet been disposed of by the Court of Ap- 
peals. 
remittitur from the court of last resort in their 
cases has not yet reached Brooklyn, and their re- 
fusal to goto jailis based on that fact. The four 
Aldermen just named have not yet, for the same 
reason, paid their fines.

26.55 per cent. for wages, and 6.56 per cent, for 
taxes. The Treasurer’s report showed that the 
property of the home amouats to $149,149 08, of 
which $121,000 is invested in bonds and mortgages 
on improved real estate in this City. The enlarge- 
ment of the institution, which the President, Mrs. 
Anna Ottendorfer, intended to bring about some 
time ago, has been delayed in consequence of the 
unsatisfactory condition of municipal affairs in 
Long Island City. People are, of course, timid in 
making improvements in a community where great 
confusion exists in nearly all departments.

AN ENUMZRATION OF BUILDINGS. 
The officers of the Fire Department have 
been engaged for over a month past in making an 
enumeration and classification of the buildings in 
this City. Only buildings completed and ready for 
occupancy are to be counted, and such as are un- 
dergoing alterations necessitating a change in their 
classification will be enumerated in the class in 
which they will belong when altered. The classifi- 
cation of buildings is as follows: 1. Buildings used 
exclusively for dweiling purposes, built of brick, 
stone, iron, or otber non-inflammable materials ex- 
elusively. 2. Buildings used exclusively for dwell- 
ing purposes, wails of brick. stone, iron, or other 
non inflammable materials, floor-beams, partitions, 
&c., of wood or cther inflammable materials, 3, 
3uildings used exclusively for dwelling purposes, 
bullt otf wood or other inflammable materials. 4, 
Buildings used principally for dwelling and partly 
for business, educational, and charitable purposes, 
and for religious worship, sub-divided into classes 
the same as dwelling-houses and buildings used 
principally for business purposes and partly for 
dwellings. The height, width, and frontage will 
be given, together with the number of stories and 
the materials of which the buildings are composed. 
The census, it is expected, will be completed on 
the 21st inst.

AN UNCONSTITUTIONAL LAW. 
A DECISION AGAINST THE RETALIATORY IN- 
SURANCE LEGISLATION IN THIS STATE. 


Thirty-one States of the Union have laws 
prohibiting insurance agents within their bound- 
aries from obtaining risks for companies not in- 
corporated under their laws, or not authorized by 
certain executive officers of the States to do busi- 
ness therein. Among them is the State of Alabama. 
As a retaliatory measure the Legislature of New- 
York passed in 1881 an act providing that suits 


cannot be maintained in any court of this State to 
recover claims upon insurance policies on the lives 
of persons who died in States in which this prohibi- 
tory legislation was in force either at the times of 
the deaths or of the bringing of the suits. Reeent- 
ly Mrs. Martha P. Hamilton began a suit in the Su- 
perior Court to recover $25,000 upon a policy on 
the life of her husband, issued by the Knicker- 
bocker Life Insurance Companyin this City in 
1873, Her husband died in Alabama, in January, 
1879, a little more than a month before the 
Leyislature of that State passed the prohibitory 
act. Inits answer to this suit the Knickerbocker 
Life Insurance Company pleaded the retaliatory 
law of 1881. The plaintiff demurred on the ground 
that the act pleaded was unconstitutional. The 
demurrer was argued before Judge Arnoux, in 
Superior Court, Chambers, by Gen. Roger A. Pryor 
for the plaintiff, and Mr. H. W. Johnson for the in- 
surance company. 

A decision sustaining the Gemurrer was ren- 
dered yesterday. In his opinion Judge Arnoux 
says that as the act pleaded in the answer is penal 
in character it must be construed strictly. Under 
a strict construction of its terms he finds that they 
refer only to laws of other States passed since the 
date of its passage, and, therefore, as Alabama has 
not passed a law prohibitory as to agents of 
foreign insurance companies since that date, he 
concludes that the defense must be overruled. He 
next discusses the law asto the retroactive char- 
acter claimed for it, and determines that, assum- 
ing it to have been intended to be retroactive, it ts 
unconstitutional, because it is «c post facto, and 
violates the provision of the Constitution of the 
United States forbidding the passage of laws im- 
pairing the obligation of contracts. Furthermore, 
he holds it is in conflict with section 1 of the 
fourteenth amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States, because it denies the equal protec- 
tion of law to all persons within the jurisdiction of 
any State. Judge Arnoux here says: “The 
object of this amendment is familiar to all: 
but a death line is as much condemned 
it as a color line. * * * The court, 
sitting at nisi prius, appreciates the  gravi- 
ty of the position that it should pro- 
nounce a law, that has received the votes of 
the representatives ef the people and the sanction 
of the Executive, to be unconstitutional so faras 


it applies, or was intended ®o apply, to existing |

GENERALTELEGRAPH NEWS 
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LEGAL CONNECTICUT BALLOTS. 
THE QUESTIONS BROUGHT UP BY THE CON- 
TEST IN NEW-HAVEN. 

HARTFORD, Dec. 14.—The State papers of 
both political parties are discussing the question of 
illegal ballots, and it is probable that at the next 
session of the Legislature some action will be taken 
to define clearly the ballot to be employed in all 
elections. Some years ago the employes in the 
quarries at Portland, who were as a general thing 
Democrats, voted on one occasion pretty solidly 
the Republican ticket, and the fact was disclosed 
that the ballots they used were printed upon tinted 


paper. As the quarry managers were Ropublicans, 
it was charged that they had intimidated their 
working men, which was probably the fact, 
and had prepared the colored ballots ia 
order that the scheme 


} might not  mis- 
carry. At that time the so-called La- 
bor Party was an important factor in State 


politics, and it made a point against the Portland 
operation, which resulted in 1867 inthe passage py 
the General Assembly of a penal statute providing 
that ‘‘every person who shall vote, or offer to any 
elector to vote, any ticket so marked or colored 
that it can be identified when folded, shall be fined 
not more than $500 nor less than $50 and impris- 
oned not more than one year nor less than three 
months.”’ Later a public act was passed requiring 
all ballots to ‘‘be printed on plain white paper.” 
Neither party in the State has literally complied 
with the law so faras not to make a bailot which 
could not be identified when folded. Ballots used 
in all elections have had distinguishing marks upon 
them, such as flags, eagles, and deep borders, and 
it has been possible in nearly every election to de- 
termine the political character of the ballot used 
by closely observing it when folded, unless the voter 
took extra precautions to fold it for concealment. 
At the last State election in November the Re- 
publican ballots were lithographed, and besides the 
particularly striking character of the names of can- 
didates, a liberal border was provided. When these 
ballots were sent out from the State Committee- 
room in this city to New-Haven, the party mana- 
gers there, immediately upon examining them. tel- 
egraphed back that they *‘ were fatally defective.” 
Advice was at once taken here of prominent law- 
yers, including a Federal Judge, and it was held 
that the provision of law requiring ballots to be 
printed ‘*on plain white paper’ would probably be 
interpreted by the courts as requiring the use of 
white paper only, upon which it would be 
Jawtul to print anything, though it was believed 
that the ballot was technically illegal when 
viewed in the light of the penal statute regarding 
a disclosure when folded. Eminent lawyers in 
New-Haven had decided that it was defective, but 
it was agreed to make no change as it would be 
almost impossible to do so at the late hour—Satur- 
day before election—when the matter eame under 
discussion. To the delight of the New-Haven Re- 
publican managers on election day the Democratic 
ballots for use in that city were so much worse in 
their distinguishable features than the Republican 
lithographs that there was no occasion to fear any 
issue that might be ralsed. These ballots were 
printed from a wood-cut which made them

clear black on their face, with the names 
of candidates in white from sunken let- 
ters, bat they were printed upon 
thick white paper, and were not any 


more exposed to identification when folded than 
the Republican ballots. At any rate, there was no 
thought of making a contest over them, as their 
technical illegality, if they were at all illegal, was 
an even exchange forthe opposing sort. But last 
week, at tne city election in New-Haven, the Dem- 
oerats used a black ballot very much blacker than 
the one voted in November,and that provoked 
severe criticism, and in every ward but one it was 
counted under protest. Nothing further woula 
probably have been said about it had not the elec- 
tion for Mayor turned on a few votes, and as there 
was manifestly an error in the count of one ward. 
which eorrected will elect Lewis Mayor instead of 
Andrew. who has been sworn in, the whole ques- 
tion of fraudulent ballots and counting has been 
raiged, The result of the Mayoralty election, 
which is to be contested before Chief-Judge 
Park, will turn upon the miscount 
rather than upon the black ballot. But 
this local difficulty has turned attention to the State 
election ballots, and some of the papers havs 
treated the matter with so much apparent serious- 
ness that a good many unsuspecting persons have 
imagined that there was areal purpose to throw 
out the 7,000 Democratic ballots cast in New- 
Haven, and thus deprive Mr. Walter and his assoct- 
ates of the offices to which they have been elected. 
Of course, there is no intention of doing anything 
of the sort, and if there were it would result in 
defeat. Ifthe black ballots are illegal then the 
ticket-peddlers who offered them and the men who 
voted them are liable, upon conviction, to fine and 
imprisonment. Until the penalties are enforced 
neither the Legislature nor the courts will invent 
a penalty, not provided in the statutes, for the dis- 
franchisement of voters.

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AN EPISODE OF BOWEN’S CAREER. 
HOW AN ACQUAINTANCE WITH EX-GOw 
JEWELL WAS IMPROVED. 

HARTFORD, Dec, 14.—Henry A. Bowen, wit- 
ness in the Dickson bribery case at Washington, 
denied the other day that he had written a lettez 
to Chairman Jewell, of the Republican Committee, 
requesting authority to celiect funds. Probably 
his cross-examiners did not understand the matter. 
Mr. Jewell says that in 1868, when Gen. Grant ac- 
cepted an invitation to visit Connectieut and at- 
tend a mass-mecting. at Woodstock, the country 
seat of Henry C. Bowen. an uncle of the witness, 


Henry A. Bowen, the latter came here by consent 
of his uncle to forward the arrangemert. He was 
apparently all right at that time. But on the 
strength of his visits there he afterward took ad- 
vantage of the Jewell acquaintance to impose upon 
people. Mr. Jewell’s sister, Mrs. Coleman, was in 
Paris, where she afterward died, ana Bowen made 
himself known there as an aileced friend of the 
family and wanted favors. Mrs. Colemen wrote 
home about him, and her brother informed her 
that he was evidently a dead heat. 

After Gov. Jewell was Postmaster, Bowen was 
heard of frequentiy making use of the old ae- 
quaintancee. During the Presidential campaign of 
1880 it was discovered that Bowen was in tha 
habit of visiting the Nationa: Committee rooms, 
and the attachés were notified to pay him no atten« 
tion excevt to watch him. Suddenly he disap- 
peared. and soon after Chairman Jewell was in- 
formed by a Wall-street gentleman that Bowen 
had collected money there, representing that he 
was euthorized by the committee, and had either 
produced a letter purporting to have been written 
by the Chairman, or had shown a letter-head sub- 
scription list. It was learned that he had gone to 
Washington. and Mr. Jewell at once telegraphed 
to several leading Republicans there to arrest him 
if ~ attempted to repeat the Wall-street experi: 
ment.

THE JEANNETTE INQUIRY.

THE JURY COMPLETED AND THE 
CASE OPENED. 
FOREMAN CRANE OBJECTS TO THK NEWSPA- 
PER REMARKS ABOUT HIM—MRE. BLISS 


BEGINS HIS OPENING ADDRESS. 


Wasuincton, Dec. 14.—I1n the star route 
trial this morning the effort to complete the jury 
40 jurors being already sworn) was resumea. Ten 
talesmen had been summoned, and all of them an- 
Bwered save two, who sent doctors’ certificates 
of sickness. Two others were excused on account 
of having decided opinions. Michael Horgan, 
however, passed tho various tests, not having 
“*bothered his brains’ about the caee, and he was 
Sworn as the eleventh juror. 

The tenth juror, O. C. Green, called attention to 
the fact thet he was the only one of 12 who had 
not been asked any questions. Judge Wylie then 
slated that he had received a communieaticn from 
this juror, which he read, setting out the fact that 
be had in his mind an opinion as to the guilt or 
Innocence of the defendants, and that he had sev- 
eraltimes expressed that opinion; still, he could 
discharge his dutics as a juror without partiality 


or prejudice. This letter. the Judge said, did 
credit to the juror’s integrity and conscientious- 
ness. After some quest.ons the Judge staied that 
Mr. Green was a competent juror. 

Edward C. Gill passed through the tests, and 
Was sworn asthe twelfth juror, the defense pro- 
Dosing to use a fifth perempiory challenge, and ex- 
cepting when the Judge refused to recognize it. 

Mr. Crane, the foreman, then called attention to 
an article in the Washington S/ar of last evening 
intimating that the Government had been vic- 
timized in accepting him asa juror. He said that 
If there was any way for him to get off the jury 
be would be glad to get off. But he had not 
spoken a word to any of the defendants’ counsel 
on the subject; nor had he ever exchanged a word 
with any or the defendants. He had never known 
them untii they were pointed out to him in this 
court-room. He thought it very unfair to have 
puch a statement made about himin a newspaper 
before the trial began. {t was like stabbing a man 
In the dark. It was pelting him with mud without 
cause and then striving to wash it off by making a 
few complimentary remarks about him. If there 
was any way forhimto get off the jury he would 
be glad to be relieved. 

Judge Wylie—We cannot allow these newspaper 
articles to drive jurors from the box or the court 
from the bench. 

Mr. Crane—If the Government counsel be dissat- 
Isfied with me as a juror I would be glad to be ex- 
cused. 

Judge Wylie—I thought the article very unfair 
and unjust, and [hope that no such class of arti- 
cles will appear in any of the papers in regard to 
the trial of this case. 

Mr. Ingersoll—it was simply an effort to terrorize 
the jurv at the commencement. No matter from 
which side it comes, I want it stopped. Of course, 
every man on the jury must expect to be attacked 
by the newspapers in the interest of the Govern- 
ment, and may perhaps expect to be arrested after 
the trial is through. 

Judge Wylie—Taat isan exuberance of your own 
Imagination. 

The case was then proceeded with, the names of 
the jurors and their occupations beingas follows: 
John H. Crane, commission merchant; John 
Hughes, carpenter; Clarence Shields, (colored,) car- 
penter; Reese Evans, stone-cutter; Frank Ren- 
shaw, grocer; Jobn B. Sheriff, truck farmer; John 
H. Vernon, restaurant-keeper; Jackson Howard, 
(colored,) hotel fireman; Mason Lowery, laborer; 
O. C. Green, real estate broker; Michael Horgan, 
« “eames Eaward C. Gill, dealer in paints and 
oils. 

Mr. George Bliss opened the case on the part of 
the prosecution. The charge, he said, was one of 
conspiracy. He expected to prove that the de- 
ferdants had defrauded the Government out of 
large sums of money and that they were all guilty 
under the statute. He should, with considerable 
confidence, ask a verdict of guilty after the evi- 
dence on both sides was closed. The defendants 
were persons who had occupied prominent posi- 
tions inthecommunity. One of them was an ex- 
United States Senator from Arkansas. Another 
bad been Second Assistant Postmaster-General 
and had had, by virtue of that position, charge of 
the whole business of making contracts for the 
mail service and of regulating the rates allowed for 
carrying them. Another was the brother of the 












ex-United States Senator, Another was his 
brother-in-law. Another was _his friend 
rand (to sonie extent) his business associate. 


The last was his clerk and confidential employe. 
The theory of the Government was that the de- 
fendaats had conspired to defraud the United 
States. The original idea and the first step taken 
In its execution bzlonged to the ex-Senator 
Btepeen W. Dorsey. It was impossible for the 
eonspiracy to be carried out without orders on the 
Treasury, and those orders (in order to make the 
conspiracy profitable) must be to an improper and 
extravagant amount. They were obtained from 


the Second Assistant Posimaster-General by 
actually corrupt means. The other defendants 
were the ‘’pawns”’ in the garmne. As under the 


statute it was unlawful for a Senator to have a 
contract with the Government, it became neces- 
sary for Stephen W. Dorsey to bring to Washington 
his brother, a humb!te mechanic from the State 
of Verm . and friend who was engaged in 
some business in Ohio, and to use the name 
of a brother-in-law, then lying sick of the disease 
from which he had since died. The ex-Senator 
having conceived the scheme and having brought 
bis friends into it, concealed his interest and used 
his position as Senator, writing letters on official 
paper, recommending the things that were neces- 
sary forthe carrying out of the conspiracy. He 
did so until he ceased to be a Senator, and then he 
became more actively participant in it. The in- 
dictment vas confined to 19 contracts on 19 separ- 
ate mail routes. These contracts when made ag- 


a 








gregated $41,185 a year. Under the fostering 
orders of the Second Assistant Postmaster- 
General these contracts were so increased as 
to cail for the annual payment of $448,670. 
As they ran for. ar average of three 


years, after being increased, the result on these 19 
routes alone was to take out of the Treasury be- 
tween $900,000 and $1,000,000 in excess of the 
original sums. The carnival of occupation in 
which the Second Assistant Postmaster-General 
had indulged, had resulted in defrauding the Goy- 
ernment on the whele of some $5,000,000. That 
was a general outline of the case, and would give 
the jury anidea of its importance and of the reason 
why couuse! for the Government felt the weight of 
their responsibility, and why the jury should see 
the importance of giving their most careful atten- 
tion to it and of bringing to its decision their hon- 

est, unbiassed judgment.

CAMERON’S CRKOSS-EXAMINATION. 
HIS RELATIONS WITH BOWEN, AND WHY 
THE LATTER LEFT THE SERVICE. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The cross-examina- 
tion of Mr. Cameron was resumed in the Police 
Court to-day. After giving an account of his 
Western trip with Bowen, hesaid his relations with 
Bowen were strictly of an official character, and 
when he discovered his incompetency he substan- 
tially asked him to resign. After consultation 
with Marshal Tidball witness came to the cenclu- 
rion that Bowen was unfitted by his personal habits 
for his position, and asked him one day in the 
presence of the Marshal to make out his accounts. 
Witness bad no social relations with Bowen after 


that time. Mr. Smith asked if Bowen continued 
under commission from thedepartment. The ques- 
tion was objected to, and Mr. Smith said perhaps 
they could prove the three were out ona frolic 
spending the contingent fund of the department. 

The Court—That is not my business. You will 
bave to get an investigation by Congress. 

Messrs. Smith and Cuppy (simultaneously)—We 
will have it, your Honor. 

The witness said he never heard any definite 
charge that could be established against Bowen. 
The only reason for requesting his resignation was 
witness’s knowledge of his bad habits, such as 
drinking, &c. 

The court said Bowen was clearly a disgraced 
man; that had been established, and he failed to 
tee the use of going any further into the matter. 

Mr. Smith—Your Honor has said that Bowen isa 
rn man, and yet this warrant is sworn to by 

im. 

Witness said that when he found Dickson was 
for sale he refused to have anything to do with 





im. 

Mr. Smith—-Did you not have Bowen’s positive 
statement that it was Dickson’s idea to sell out? 
A.—No, Sir; I did not have such a statement. Bow- 
en said he inferrea that Dickson was commercial. 
Here was an inference on one hard, and on the 
other the absolute statement of Government coun- 


sel, 

Witness said he told Mr. Merrick of Dickson's 
desire to meet him, as stated by Bowen. Witness 
told Mr. Merrick that he thought Dickson was an 
infernal scoundrel, and he wanted nothing to do 
‘with nim. Mr. Merrick flew into a rage; said he 
knew Dickson to be an honorable man, and that 
be probably knew of some attempts to corrupt the 
jury taat be wished to communicate to the Goy- 
broment. 

After a wrangle abont the possession of papers, 
the court adjourned until to-morrow.

JERSEY CITY'S GOVERNMENT. 

There has been of late in Jersey City a grow- 
fng impression among the citizens that the form of 
jocal government is tooeomplex and expensive to 
be desirable, and petitions were put in circulation 
asking the Mayor to appoint a committee to devise 
s simpler and more economical local system. The 


plass of office-holders has degenerated too, and 
thair methods of trausacting their public duties are 











scandalously unbusiness-like. The petitions allege 
that the multiplicity of local hoards increases ex- 
penses and decreases individual responsibility; 
that the make-up of some of the boards is not cal- 
culated to give strength or respectability to the 
city Government, and that the character of their 
proceedings is not such as to invite capital or re- 
tain that which is already invested, and that the 
city needs no more than three boards—a Board of 
Aldermen, a Board of Finance, and a Board of Ed- 
ucation—to carry on {ts atfairs, and finally prays 
for the appointment of a committee to inquire into 
the expense attending the present system and to 
devise a eimpler one. Mayor Taussig, in response 
to the petition, yesterday selected a number of 
gentlemen to serve on such a committee. 





EMIGRATION BOARD METHODS. 


COMMISSIONERS STEPHENSON AND STARR NOT 


AGREEING IN. ALL THINGS. 


Senators, Jacobs, Jones, and Lynde, of the 
Senate Finanes Committee. continued the investi- 
gation of the. Emigration Commission yesterday. 
Mr. | Saunders appeared as counsel for the 
Commissioners. Commissioner Stephenson tes- 
tified thatthe condition of Warda’s Island during 
the past two years had been good, except ata time 
when the .Commissioners were without money; 
some of the buildings were in a dilapidated condi- 
tion at one time, and sick immigrants suffered from 


the cold in Winter, but now the buildings wero in 


good condition. The sewerage was still defective, 
as well as some of the plumbing work. Complaints 
had been made about the filthiness of certain wards 
in the hospital, whieh the Commissioners had no 
power to remedy’ owing to the lack of funds. 
The amount absolutely necessary to run the Emi- 
grant Commission was $200,000 a year. Mr. Ste- 
pheason was opposed to raising funds by charging 
for Castle Garden privileges. He did not consider 
it the business of the commission to raise a revenue. 
He considered the commission as it now exists to 
be well managed; it was not so formerly, and he 
resigned in 1875 beeause he would not be responsi- 
ble for the acts of the commission. He thought 
the commission shouid not consist of more than 
threes members, and that they should receive 
salaries; that they should be appointed by the 
President; that immigration should be a_na- 
tional and not a State matter. The Irish 
and German societies should not be represented in 
the board. The Mayor of the City should not bea 
member of the board, for he never attended to its 
duties. The employes of the commission were 
paid starvation salaries, Immigrants could take 
their own baggage out of the Garden by any 
express they chose to employ. He aid not 
approve of the arrangement by which Super- 
intendent Jackson was made the agent of the 
railroads for the sale of tickets in Castle Gar- 
den. He did not think the railroad companies 
ought to pay for the Castle Garden privilege, be- 
cause the work they did and the aid they gave to 
immigrants fully compensated for the privilege. 
Mr. Stephenson said that it cost seven times the 
amount toran the Emigrant Commission in for- 


mer years that it did now; in 1870 it 
cost $2 45 for each immigrant; in 1881 it 
cost only 45 cenis for each immigrant. 


The commission was never run so cheaply as it 
had been in two or three years past and was now. 
Complaints against the Rev, Mr. Neumann were 
made to the commission—that he was acting as 
agent or runner for railroad companies and board- 
ing-houses; he was removed, after due investiga- 
tion, because this action wasa violation of the 
rules of the commission and he persisted in it. 

Commissioner Starr said he had been in the com- 
mission nine years. He did not think one Commis- 
sioner would be sufficient. One Commissioner was 
nesded te attend to attend to Ward’s isi!and and 
another for Castle Garden; there ought to be at 
least three Commissioners. He did not think the 
Mayor was of any use in the commission; he did 
not attend to the duties. Al! societies ought to be 
represented in the commission if the Irish and 
German societies were; it might be well to admit 
them as advisers, but notas voters. He did not think 
salaries were necessary for the Commissioners: 
none of the nine Commissioners now in the board 
would accept a salary; they served forthe honor 
of the office. He did not think the ten-cent charge 
for hunting up and delivering baggage paid ex- 
penges. Immigrants sometimes destroyed the check 
on their baggage so that it could not be identified, 
and then claimed that its contents were of great 
value in order to recover of Mr. Biglin for its loss. 
Only a few days ago a trunk was lost and its owner 
claimed that the contents were worth several hun- 
dred dollars. Subsequently it was found, and its 
contents proved to be worth less than $5.

TESTIMONY OF JOHNSTON’S SHIPPING AGENT 
AND A FORMER ARMY OFFICER, 

When the trial of the suit of the United 
States against Harrison Johnston to recover 
nearly $2,000,000, the value of cotton alleged to 
have been wrongfully converted by the defendant, 
was resumed in the United States Circuit Court 
yesterday, Assistant District Attorney Herrick 
continued the reading of the deposition of 
Richard H, Cuny, of Mobile. Gen. Burnett 
objected to a great portion of the deposi- 
tion as being immaterial and _ irrelevant, 
but his objections were overruled. Mr. Cuny, 
who was Johnston's shipping agent at Mobile in 
1865-6, deposed that he knew of the drafis drawn 
upon Simeon Draper by Johnston, and had in- 
dorsed one or twoof them. He never*received 


any of the money, and he was sure that none of 
the money was applied to the payment of the 





expenses on cotton received at and shipped 
from Mobile. Although he knew the drafts 
were wrong, he drew them and gave 


them to Mr. Johnston, because the latter said he 
wanted them to make his settlement with the 
Government. The answers given by Mr. Cunyon 
his cross-examination were read to the jury by 
Gen. Burnett, Mr. Cuny deposed that he procured 
from the sale of cotton to A. P. H. Stewart, of 
Mobile, about $100,000, with which to pay the ex- 
penses on cotton received and shipped by him. At 
that time the Government had made no provision 
for the payment of such expenses. Mr. Cuny bad 
been informed that Johnston had used a large por- 
tion of his private means and credit to get the 
Government cotton colleeted by him into the 
markets. The deponent further stated that he 
knew Johnston before the war, and the latter was 
hong in comfortable circumstances in Columbus, 
Miss. 

Col. Van E. Young was called to the stand by the 
counsel for the Government, who claimed that 
Harrison Johnston and his book-keeper had each 
made an affidavit that $10,000 was paid to Col. 
Young in order to get him to protect cotton col- 
lected by Johnston. In 1865 he was an officer in 
the United States Army, and was in command of 
troops in the western district of Mississippi. Mr. 
Campbell asked him if he ever attempted to levy 
biack-mail on Harrison Johnston’s contractors. 
Gen. Burnett objected to the question as incom- 
petent and irrelevant, and the objection was sus- 
tained. Mr. Campbell next asked the witness 
whether he ever received from Col. W. E. Gibbs or 
any other person $10,000 to induce him to revoke 
the orders of Gen. Osterbaus (who was in com- 
mand of the department) which placed the Gov- 
ernment cotton of H. Johnston’s collecting in the 
hands of military agents, and restore the same to 
the proper and responsible agents of the Treasury 
Department. This question was also objected to 
by Gen. Burnett on the ground of irrelevancy. The 
counsel said that the defendant denied having 
caused $10,000, or any amount of money, to be paid 
to Col. Young. The court decided that the witness 
might answer, and the latter said that he had never 
received any money from Johnsten or from any- 
body else in the matter or for the purpose men- 
tioned.

with a turn, for $2,500 aside. “Iron-clad’’ articles 
were signed and a forfeit of $1,000 each was de- 
posited witn Hamilton Busbey, of the Turf, Field 
and Farm. The principals will meet again on May 
1, 1883, to deposit the second $1,000, to select a 
referee, and to decide upon the place of the con- 
test. In caso no agreement can be had as toa 
referee, the stakeholder will act in that capacity.

THE FIRST SPEECH AGAINST THE 
PENDLETON BILL. 

MR. BROWN, OF GEORGIA, APPEALS TO THE 

DEMOCRATS TO DEFEAT THE MEASURE 


ON PARTY GROUNDS, 


Wasainaton, Dec. 14.—Mr. Hoar ad- 
dressed the Senate to-day in fayor of the Pendle- 
ton Civil Service bill. He congratulated the country 
upon the fact that, by a fortunate concurrence of 
circumstances, both parties were substantially 


united in an effort to reform the civil service, a 
carefully matured bill for that purpose, introduced 
by a distinguised leader on one side, (Mr. Pendle- 
ton,) being reported favorably to the Senate by a 
distinguished leader on the other side (Mr. Hawley) 
and a President of the United States, not heretofore 
very closely identified with this reform, promis- 
ing in advance to give it his countenance and sup- 
port. The civil service is m..de up now, and always 
will be, of adherents of one political party, and the 
Democratic Party was now called upon to certify 
its patriotism and Its fitness to take eharge of the 
Government hereafter by showing that it disdains 
the use of a weapon of which it has long felt the 
edge. The Senator from Ohio (Mr. Pendleton) had 
cast severe reproaches upon the Republican Party 
in connection with this subject. ‘Chose reproaches 
were not undeserved, and they should be met, not 
by recrimination, but by stating the fact that the 
system whieh had produced so many evils had 
begun with the Government, When President Jef- 
ferson came into power the proscription of his po- 
litical friends had been so fierce during the preced- 
ing 12 years that, as he declared, he did not find 
one of them in office. It was only when these 
things should have been done, and when his politi- 
eal friends should have obtained their just share 
of the offices, that Jefferson hoped to have to make 


no other inquiry about an office-holder than, 
“Is he honest, is he capable, is he faithful 
to the Constitution?’ so that when Mr. Marcy 
under Jackson, made his coarse and well-known 
statement that ‘' to the victors belong the spoils,’ 
he was merely stating tersely and foreitiy the 
system which had prevailed from the beginning of 
the Govenment, and in extenuation of the continu- 
ance of the systein down to the present time it 
should be said that until now there had been no 
adequatezpublic opinion to sustain the executive 
officer who had to reform the system. Mr. Hoar 
discussed some of the details of the bill and in con- 
clusion expressed the belief that the passage of 
this bill would mark an important era in American 
politics and would be regarded in the future almost 
asus to the adoption of a new and better Constitu- 
ion. 

Mr. Brown admitted that a better system of ad- 
ministration than we have had for many years 
ought to be established, but he did not believe that 
this bill would remedy the evil. On the contrary, 
he believed it would prove to be a sham, and 
would greatly disappoint the popular expectation. 
He had heard the British civil service commended 
and held up asa model for us, but he did not so 
regard it. In a country where the Executive and 
the higher branch of the legistature have a hered- 
itary right to office, it was natural and consistent 
to have a civil service with a life tenure, but such 
a system would be wholly inconsistent with the 
principles of our Government, and, if it were 
adopted, would tend to build up adistinct and 
powerful class, supported out of the taxes of the 
people, a sort of Praetorian guard, who might 
come in time to control the destinies of the Nation. 

Mr. HaWLey said that the right of the Executive 
to remove was left untouched by the bill, and he 
did not understand how the “ Pretorian guard” 
could do much harm so long as the President had 
a right to take the *‘ guard’’ by the ear and lead 
him out at any time. [{Laughter.] 

_ Mr. Brown—Then what is the use of this bill? If 
it does not touch the powerof removal itis the 
sheerest humbug, If the people demand civil ser- 
vice reform, what deception we practice upon them 
when we offer them this measure providing no pro- 
tection for incumbents against removal without 
cause. Again, in its pretense of filling the offices 
by competitive examinations, the bill was a cheat, 
because it provided for filling only offices of the 
lowest grade in this way. In the higher 
Offices in the departments there were, he 
believed, a large number of officers who 
were unfit, intellectually and morally, for 
their places. They were not to be disturbed, but 
whenever one of the lowest clerkships became 
vacant then competition might comein. It would 
not do to open the higher grades of office to com- 
petitive examination lest too many Democrats 














shonld come in, and therefore this bill provided | 


that these higher vacancies should be competed 
for only by the persons now in office in the de- 
partments respectively—that is, by Republicans. 
**Now,”’ sald Mr. Brown, “‘I propose to do a little 
plain talking to Democrats. The Republicans have 
had the offices for the last 22. years consecutively. 
Lately an avalanche has swept over the country, 
carrying with it the strongest condemnation of the 


practices of that party. It is true that it 
was in an off year, but prudent RKepubli- 
cans seé that unless the Democrats are guilty 
of some great fault on some important | 


question there can be but little doubt that the 
next President of this Republic will be a Democrat. 
My fellow Democrats, how do you go into that 
campaign’ Suppose you put in nomination the 
gentleman from Ohio (Mr. Pendleton) or the gen- 
tieman from Delaware, (Mr. Bayard,) or any of 


the other distinguished gentlemen who have been | 


named for the place, and go before the Democratic 
masses and tell them that you are handicapped, 
inasmuch as all the higher offices are already dis- 
posed of. ‘Disposed of how? the people will as} 

And you will answer that the Republican Party has 
had the offices for 22 years, and seeing the proba- 
bility of a change of Administration has hedged 
and passe@ upon us a Civil Service bill that 
Democrats have helped to enact, so that Dem- 
ocrats cannot be put into the higher 
offices, even if we do succeed in carrying the elec- 
tion. If there is a vacancy in any of the clerkships 
of the lower grade, Democrats can compete, but 
for any of the higher vacancies that may occur the 
Republicans aiready in office are to compete with 
each other, and there is no chance for a Democrat. 
What effect do you think that announcement will 
have on the spirit and energy with which the Dem- 
ocrats will go into tne campaign? You must re- 
member that in a free repuvlican Government like 
this men fight for office as well as for principle, 
and if you deal with the Democrats of the country 
in that way you must not expect them to

Mr. Grorce—If that be true, then how can this 
measure prevent a Democratic President, when he 
comes in, from rewarding his followers ? 

Mr. Brown—He will not be restrained from 
doing it, and that shows the fraud and humbug- 
gery ef this measure. In practice it cannot amount 
to anything. 

Mr. Grorce—Then it is not fair to excite the 
prejudice of the Democratic Party against this 
bill by arguing that its effect will beto prevent a 
Democratic President from appointing Democrats 
to office. 

Mr. Brown-—I argued that part of the proposi- 
tion onthe theory of the advocates of the bill: if 
they can carry out their policy, that wili be its ef- 
tect. But I say that you cannot do it, therefore in 
enacting this bill you are worse than idle. 

Mr. Haw ey said thero were a good many old 


Democratic employes in the departments now, and | 


asked Mr. Brown whether he would have them 
turned out. 

Mr. Brown replied that he would have them put 
on their merits, and would have the bill so amend- 
ed that an outsider might come in and take the 
office from the inside competitors, whether they 
were Kepublicans or Democrats, if his merits were 
superior. 

In the colloquy between Messrs. Brown and 
George the latter admitted that he would have a 
Democratic President turn out every oflice-holder 
who responded to political assessments in the last 
campaign. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Brown—That would be alittle broader than 
my doctrine. 

Mr. Mituer said he felt called upon, as a Senator 
from New-York, to make some remarks upon this 
bill, for no State was more interested in the reform 
of the civil service, as none had suffered more 
from the abuse of patronage. Thesystem summed 
up in the saying, ** To the victors belong the spoils” 
originated not in the time of Jackson or the time 
of Jefferson, as some gentlemen had said, but in 
the first Constitution of New-York, and had been 
practiced in that State in one form or another ever 
since. A distinguished political leader there had 
once stated his theory on this subiect to him (Mr. 
Miller) in about this form: “To the party 
victorious in the election belong the spoils, and 
to the portion of tke victorious party that succeeds 
in controlling the primaries belong the offices.” 
{Laughter.] To which he replied that that plan 
might work for a few years, but when the rank and 
file of the party discovered bow things were being 
managed the distinguished leader would soon be 
saved the trouble of distributing the spoils among 
the victors, for there would be no victory. The 
truth was that patronage, instead of strenethening 
a party, weakened and destroyed it, as was demon- 
strated by the history of parties in New-York, and 
Democrats who were disposed to object to this 
great measure of reform because it might lessen 
the chances of their party to wield the patronage 
of the Government when they came into power 
should pause and take warning by the history of 
other parties in the past. Mr. Miller tad not con- 
cluded his remarks when the Senate adjourned,

SPANISH CLAIMS COMMISSION. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—At the session of 
the American and Spanish Claims Commission to- 
day, the arbitrators made the announcement that

THE POSTAL APPROPRIATIONS. 


THE HOUSE DEBATING SPECIAL FACILITIES 
AND A REDUCED RATE OF POSTAGE. 

WaSHINGTON, Dec.. 14.—The House went 
into Committee of the Whole to-day on the Post 
Ofiice Appropriation bill, Mr, Caswrut explained 
the provisions of the bill, the total amount appro- 
priated, $48,948,520, being $2,792,591 less than the 
estimates and £695,880 less than the appropriations 
for the current year. For compensation of Post- 
masters $9,250,000 is appropriated, or $884,000 less 
than the estimates. 

Mr. Biount, of Georgia, inquired whether the 
amount appropriated was sufficient; if so, he was 
satisfied; but if the reduction was made in order 
to give the bill the appearance of being an econom- 
ical measure he would like to see that understood. 

Mr. Casweti—The whole question is based upon 
the reduction of the revenues by reason of the 
reduction of postage from 3 to 2 cents, : : 

Mr. Rosrnsox, of Massachusetts, inquired 
whether there waa any provision in the bill for 
special mail facilities. 

Mr. Casweiu replied in the negative. At the 
last session there wasan effort to make facilities 
equal throughout the country, and $600,000 was 
appropriated for that purpose. ‘Che Postmaster- 
General had been unable with that sum to obtain 
mail facilities extending from New-York to the 
West, and had been able only to expend $184,000 
forthe purpose of extending mail facilities from 
New-York to Aibany, from New-York to New- 
England, and from Bosten down the sea-coast. 

Mr. Rosinson—Why should not that be con- 
tinued ? 

Mr. Caswr.r—For this reason,'that should we ap- 
propriate $200,000 for the continuation of these 
special facilities it will be construed by the de- 
partment as being forthe express purpose of con- 
tinuing that service and none other, 

Mr. McMitran, of Tennessee, caliad attention to 
the fact that the appropriations for the star service 
had been cut down to the extent of $2,(00,000 from 
the bill of last year. Either that bill had been 
recklessly extravagant or the present one repre- 
hensibly parsimonious. 

Mr. Caswe vy saia that the cost of the star service 
under existing contracts was $4,756,000, while the 
bil! proposed an appropriation of $5,000,000. 

Mr. Koprson, of New-Jersey, said that the reason 
why the facility fund had not been expended on 
lines running westward was because the three lines 
which ran out of Chicago westward refused to 
contract at reasonable rates; and the Postmaster- 
General was not able to put them in competition 
against each other, because they pooled their issues. 

Mr. Bryeuam, of Penfsylvania, delivered an ex- 
haustive and forcible speech on the subject. of the 
reduction of the rate of postage. It bristled with 
figures and gave a detailed history of the adminis- 
tration of the Post Office Department on that sub- 
ject. He believed that the time was auspielous for 
a reduction of postage. Where the reduction 
should begin was a question worthy of serieus con- 
sideration, Domestic letters yielded to the Goy- 
ernment a revenue of 96 cents per pound; 
second class matter yielded 2 cents; third class 8 
cents, and fourth class 16 cents. The principal 
tem of cost in the mail service was for transporta- 
tion, and the same rates were paid for all classes 
of mail matter. The burden, therefore, fell heav- 
ily on the letter mattor, and it was on that maiter 
that the postage should be reduced. Some idea of 
the immediate loss to the Governmentof a reduc- 
tion from 8 to 2 cents might be obtained from the 
issue of the ordinary s-cent stamps and stamped 
enveloves, During the fiscal year ending June, 
1882, the number had been 849,000,000; this year it 
it would be 984,000,000. In the fiscal year ending 
June, 1884, it would be 1,027,000,000, One cent taken 
from the value of each of them would amount to 
$10,200,000; that would be the maximum loss 
for the first year of a reduction of the 
rate, should the change go into effect July 1, 1883. 
He bad reason fer believing that tke actual loss 
would be much less than that amount. The loss 
of revenue for the first year might be safely placed 
at $8,000,000. The estimated surplus for the next 
year was about $6,700,000. If the estimates were 
correct, and the loss of revenue would amount to 
$8,000,009. the deficiency would be only $1,300,000. 
If the reduction did not go into effect until Jan. 1, 
1884, he did not believe there would be any de- 
ficienvy. 

Mr. Rracan, of Texas, entered his protest 
against the reduetion intherate of postage. He 
believed it to be a mistake, and based that belief 
on the fact that postal cards furnished all ‘the 
needful facilities for cheap postage. Without 
closing the general debate on the Bill, the commit- 
tee rose and the House adjourn ed.

Means Committee to-day continued the considera- 
tion of the Tariff Commission’s bill and approved 
the remaining items in the schedule of chemicals, 
with an agrsement that the committee may, if any 
member should ask todo so, return to the second 
item—barks, beans, &c., for dyeing—and powdered 
spices, clays, and medicinal preparations, though 
these items were practically approved. One of the 
items passed for inguiry yesterday—kydrato or 
caustic, 1 cent per pound—was taken up and ap- 
proved to-day. Schedule B—earthenware and 
riassware—wiill be taken up to-morrow.

A BANKRUPT DISCHARGED. 

Judge Brown, in the United States District 
Court, rendered a decision yesterday in the case of 
Archibald Baxter, applicant for a discharge from 
bankruptcy. Baxter was the head of the firm of 


Archibald Baxter & Co., shipping agents, who made 
a voluntary agsignmentin the latier part of 1873. 
Certain of the creditors opposed the discharge of 
Baxter on the grounds that he did not keep 
proper books and that he paid moneys 
to his wife at the time of the assignment. 
It was charged that no ledger was kept for a year 
before the assignment, and that the entries on the 
cash-book were not explicit in stating the purposes 
for which and the persons to whom money was 
paid. Judge Brown, in his decision, says that tes- 
timony which is uncontradicted shows that the 
ledger was posted up to within three months of the 
date of the assignment, and that the reason it was 
not posted up to date was that the head book- 
keeper had left and the assistant who took his 
place was ill. The transactions of the firm were 
regularly recorded in original books of entry. As 
regards the vash-book the Judge says: ‘‘It is not 
necessary that a full explanation of business trans- 
actions should be entered at large in books of ac- 
count; it is not customary to doso.*’ The pay- 
ments to the bankrupt’s wife were, says the Judge, 
for household expenses, and not larger than usual. 
He therefore overrules the objections and dis- 
charges the applicant. Abbott Brothers appeared 
for the opposing creditors and G. A. Seixas for the 


bankrupt.

VARIOUS SUBJECTS DISCUSSED. 


THE WORK OF THE TARIFF COMMIS- 
SION. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 


From the comparatively favorable manner 


in which you commented on the report of the late 
Tariff Commission we, in eommon with many 
others, were led to believe a considerable redue- 
tion in the rates of duty was proposed. On read- 
ing over the proposed schedule of duties which the 
Tariff Commission have appended to their report, 
we are satisfied an actual increase of rates on very 
many articles is contemplated—under the guise of 
an equalization of rates. In our opinion there is 
just a chance that, in view of the expression of 
public opinion as shown by the late elections, 
Congress may be induced to pass a tariff bill based 
on the Tariff Commission’s schedule, as there 


would not be time enough to go fully into a new 
tariff bill before March 4; hence the attention of 
Congress should be called to any discrepancy be- 
tween the promise and the performance. Very 
many of the absurdities of the present tariff act 
are retained in the commission’s bill. 

** Manufactures of Cotton,—It is proposed to assess 
on manufactures of cotton, unbleached, valued at 8 
cents or jess per square yard, 3 cents per square yard; 
valued at over 8 cents per square yard, 40 per centum 
ad valorem.” 


Now see the absurdity of the above: Goods cost- 
ing, say. 6 cents per square yard, pay 3 cents per 
yard, or 50 per cent. ad valorem; when costing 8 
cents, it would be equal to an ad valorem rate of 
8746 per centum; butifthe goods cost a fraction 
above 8 cents then the rate is 40 per cent. ad 
valorem. 


‘Manufactures of cotton, bleached, valued at 10 
cents or less per square yard, 4 cents per square yard; 
valued at over 10 cents per square yard, 40 per centum 
ad valorem.” 

At present the duty on bleached cottons, when 
costing under-25 cents per square yard, is 544 cents 
per square yard, and when costing over 25 cents 
per square yard is 35 per centum ad valorem. So 
that bleached cottons costing 10 or 20 cents in 
England and measuring 30inches in width pay on 
each yard 444 cents—or say 2244 per centum ad 
valoreum. It is now proposed to assess a duty of 
40 per centum on these fabrics—an actual increase 
of 1746 per centum. 

** Cotton velvet, cotton lace, * * * * andall manu- 
factures of cotton not specially enumerated or pro- 
vided for in this act, 40 per centum ad valorem.” 


The present rate on above goods is 35 per 
centum. Why should the rate beinereased 5 per 
centum? The American manufacturer certainly 
has his raw cotton free of duty, and a certain 
amount of protection, with the expense of ship- 
ping cotton to England, and the expense of the 
manufactured article coming over here. In addi- 
tion he has at present a protective duty of 35 per 
centum. On what ground should the protection 
be increased 5 per cent. 

** Manufactures of Wool.—It is proposed that woolen 
cloths, woolen shawls, and all manufactures of wool 
of every description, made wholly or in part of wool, 
not specially enumerated or provided for in this act, 
valued at not exceeding $l per pound, 30 cents ver 
pound, and 35 per centum ad valorem; valued at 
above §1 per pound, 35 cents per pound and 40 per 
ceutum ad valorem.” 

What a ridiculous proposition. If goods cost $1 
per pound, and weigh, say, 20 ounces to the yard, 
the duty on each yard would be 7244 cents, or say 
7246 per cent. ad valorem. While if they cost $1 01 
the duty would be over 88 per cent.

The greatest hardship (to the consumer) under 
the present tariff is continued under the proposed 
schedule, viz., if coat-lining, &c.. weigh four ounces 
tothe square yard the duty will be 30 cents per 
pound and 35 per cent. ad valorem, or 35 cents per 
pound and 40 per cent. ad valorem, accoruing to 
their value. This simply keeps out of this market 
all low-priced heavy dress goods or coat-linings. 
We give one iilustration of this: If dress goods 


for Winter wear, and should weigh four ounces 
to the square yard, and this is certainly no 
great weight, then the duty on each 
yard would be equal to an ad valorem rate of 
nearly 100 percent. The writer a few years since 
appeared before the Committee of Ways and 
Means in regard to the then proposed rate of 
duties on certain dress goods, and suggested that 
an ad vaiorem duty of 75 percent. should be as- 
sessed. The late Mr. Garfleld asked him why he, 
an importer, should favor such an exorbitant rate 
of duty? To which writer replied that 75 per cent. 
was less than 125 per cent., (the rate the goods pay,) 
and that “balf aloaf was better than no bread.” 
On this theory we would ask for a duty of, say, 50 
per cent. on

RAILROAD 
MENT. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 
Inoticed in Sunday’s Tres an article criti- 
cising the New-York, New-Haven and Hartford 
Railroad on account of their time-table not being 
sent to Bullinger’s Guide, and eonveying the im- 
pression that the public were not properly informed 
of changes, &c. I am an oid rideron the New- 
York, New-Haven and Hartford Railroad, and, in 
view of the facts in the case, this is such an injustice 
to the new management that I feel com- 
pelled to reply. Within my recollection there 
has never been so much attention paid to all the 
details in the conduct of this division as is now the 
case. The public were notified in advance of the 
proposed changes. Posters were distributed at all 
stations and put up in all the cars leaving the New- 
York depot two days before the proposed changes 
would go into effect, showing what the changes 
would be, and the pocket time-tables for pas- 
sengers were at the ticket offices (some- 
thing unusual) the day before the time-table 
went into effect, 'so that the statement In the com- 
munication of Sunday was unfair. Under the 
present management care is taken to inform pas- 
sengers in advance, and for one I appreciate the 
improvement. In to-day’s Timmzs ‘* Passenger”’ 
complains about commuters having to show their 
tickets, and tbat the watting-room doors 
are closed two minutes before departure of 
trains. I understand the doors are to be 
closed one minute before the time named in 
the time-table for the departure of trains for the 
excellent reason that it requires a minute to walk 
from waiting-room doors to the ears. As to re- 
quiring commuters to show their tickets daily, it is 
a custom in general use and enforced on all rail- 
roads out of New-York, and one so easily complied 
with by the commuter that none except an exceed- 
ingly critical “* passenger’’ can object; besides, the 
company must have found they were being im- 
posed upon or they would not have deemed it wise 
to adopt such a rule. It is easy to find fault and 
criticise, but under the new management, which 
has many disadvantages to overcome, I am aatis- 
fied that the wishes of the traveling public are be- 
ing consulted with studious caro, and to say so is

PERILS OF THE LAKES. 
To the Editor of The New York-Ttmes: 

From the time of which Fenimore Cooper 
wrote in his novels to the present there has always 
been a tendency to disparage the “fresh-water” 
sailors of the great lakes and to underrate their 
seamanship. The Summer tourists who make the 
trip by water from Buffalo to Chicago or Duluth, 
and only see the lakes sparklingin the sunshine 
or dimpling in the moonbeams of a Summer night, 
are very likely to imagine that the life of a sallor 
on the lakes is as safe and uneventfal as that on a 
canal-boat. They little suspect the terrible power 
of the sleeping lion. The factis that the naviga- 
tion of the great lakes is beset by more perils than 
that of the ocean itself, and the percentage of casu- 
alties is greater. Nearly every Autumn the lakes 
areswept by gales which strew the shore with 
wrecks and oarry sorrow and desolation into 
many homes, Atseaa vessel. if atanch and well

managed, may ride out a gale, but on the lakes 
she jis always off alee shore. The coast consists, 


for the greater part, of rocky headiands, with shal- 
low bays betweon. If a vessel is dashed in a 
atorm against one of those cliffsthere is smal 
chance for all en board. If she drives into a bay 
or upon asandy point she is Bhely to ground so 
far from shore that itis very difficult to land 
through the surf. 

The awful gale of October, 1844, was tho most 
destructive in its effects that has ever visited the 
lake region, but others have fallen but little short 
of it. In October, 1870, a storm of two days’ 
duration swept over the lakes, creating great de- 
struction of property and life. Said an insurance 
inspector, alluding to its etiects: “ I stood in the 
light-house at the mouth of Cheboyran River 
after the storm was over and counted ~2 wrecks im 
sight of the naked eye.” ‘The organization of the 
Signal Bureau and establishment of life-saving 
stations on the fakes have accomplished much is 
diminishing the horrors of Autumual storms. 

There are other perils, Lowever, wuich no gov- 
ernmental aid can wholiy obviate. The d..nger of 
fire is always present. ‘Tine burning of the steam- 
ers Washington, Erie, Griffith, and others were 
frightful caiamities, attended with great loss of 
life. The liability to coliisions is greater on thes2 
comparatively narrow waterways than at sea. In 
September, 1863, the steamer Evening Star left 
Cleveland at night for Detroit with a full load of 
passengers. When about 30 miles from the former 
port she collided with the schooner Cortland. Both 
vessels sank, and many of the steamer’s passengerg 
were lost. 

But these tragedies are not corfined to the storm 
or the darkness. One bright Summer afternoon a 
few years ago the schooner Persian collided with 
the schooner Alien on Laxe Huron. The forme! 
came bow on, striking the latter on the port quar- 
ter, breaking her mainboom, shattering the rail, 
and creating consternacion on board. But the 
Allen was a stanch new craft, and her injurieg¢ 
were not vital. As soon as her crew discov: 
ered that she was not seriously damaged be 
low the water line they looked for the colliding 
vessel, but she was nowhere to be seen. The Pex 
sian was old and rotten; the impact had doubtless 
split her stem, and she had goae down like lead, 
carrying with her the Captain, his wife, and thd 
crew of eight men. Her small boat and chart¢ 
afterward washed ashore, and that was all. She 
had sunk in the deep portion of Lake Huron, whieh 
never gives up its dead. 

These are only a few typical instances illustrating 
the dangers which beset the navigation of thé 
great lakes. If @ tithe of their full history were 
written it would fill a volume with tales of thrilling 
adventure, of wide-spread disasters and tragic hor- 
rors, brightened, in some cases, by heroic devotion 
and self-sacrifice, and darkened in others by self- 
ishness and cowardice. But no one should look with 
contempt upon the vocation of the “ fresh-water 
saiior.”” He has to navigate waters often stormy, 
through a route about as straight as a sickle an 
its handle, with a threatening shore continnally 
under his lee. G. A. M.

THE CODE AND THE SUNDAY LAW. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

As I have read in your paper from day té 
day upon the above Code and the different views 
taken of it, and the enforcement of the same by 
Pastors and people, I have become so much in« 
terested that I have taken a littie pains to look 
into the matter as to its legality under our na- 
tional institutions, and in a moral or Biblical point 
of view. I find that some treat it from one stand 
point and some another. Some go back to the 
moral code, or Ten Commandments, to base their 
foundation for its maintenance. and some from 
Christ’s teachings and His resurrection, &c., and 
some treat it as a Sunday law, while others treat if 
as a Sabbath law. So far as applying the 
word Sabbath to Sunday, or any Sunday law; 
it is altogether out of the vocabulary of any Bibl¢ 
teaching or Bible authority, for the word Sabbatk 
is in no case applied to the frst day of the week in 
the Scriptures. The word Sabbath therein, when 
applied to the weekly rest day, is ever, and alwayd 
has been, applied to the seventh day of the we2k 
as kept by the Jews always, and adopted by Sev- 
enth Day Baptists and Seventh Day Adventists. 
Christ himself treated it as such and observed it. 
Whatever day he might have erisen or whatever 
might have transpired on Sunday, so-called, tha 
first day of the week, ail this talk about Sabbath 
or Sabbath law as applied to this Sunday Code ig 
fictitious or without foundation from any Bible 
stand-point, and should be ieft out of the discus 
sion. The catalogue of nearly all tne nations upog 
the earth, whether heathen or civilized, recognize 
the seventh day of the week of sevens as Sabbath, 
however they may observe Sunday or other days 
as holidays, &c. As to the word Christian Sab- 
bath, it is not to be found in the Sacred Word, 
neither is the word Jewish Sabbath found therein 
so far as I know. I make these statements thal 
men may see the folly of applying such terms in 
discussing this Coda or Sunday law. As to the en 
forcement of said Sunday law from any moral or 
religious stand-point, from a Bible teaching it must 
ever be uuvalued, and if maintained all it must 
be froma seeming necessity of a rest-day for the 
masses, and enforced by a municipal policy. asif 
was by Constantine adout the year 321 by nisedicts, 
But it would seem that such an edictin a countr3 
like ours, established under the principies of 
Christian liberty, would be trespassing upon 
the consciences of men i establishing 
oppression instead of Christian principles. 
This, however, I think we have aright to do; that 
is, to protect every one in bis rights “to life, liber- 
ty, and the pursuit of happines and his own 
worship so long as he does not interfere with the 
rights of others. Thus {think we should protect 
every man; but shonld not compel any man to at- 
tend worship on any pxrticular day, or wor: 
against his own conscience. ‘i'o dothis is to step 
beyond the doctrines upon which our country wag 
first established. To attempt to erfores any law 
that has no moral backing behind it in the Word of 
God is futile. and men will not conform to oy 
obey it. <A fair test of this was apparent, when the 
Fugitive Slave law was passed by our Nation, ta 
compel us to cateh and return slaves, under a 
penalty of fine and imprisonment. Men are created 
as intelligent beings, and they must have a moral 
law, a law that hasa God and truth behind it, in 
order to have conscience to obeyit. I drop these 
few notes iu order that people in discussiag a ques- 
tion of this kind may think more ciosely when they 
are diseussing questions of a moral or retigioug 
character, that they may not deceive themsely 
and coniuse others on such important su

A jury having at length been obtained, the 
second trial of the star route conspirators 
has begun. It seems a pity that at the 
very outset of the proceedings the fore- 
man of the jury should have been com- 
pelled to take notice of reflections which 
have been cast on his impartiality. 
It would certainly have been more judicious 
to postpone giving publicity to any state- 
ments about the prosecution having been 
‘‘overreached”’ in the selection of Mr. 
Crane till events gave the allegation 
some color. The mischief, if any has 
been done, cannot be remedied by 
newspaper innuendoes, however much they 
may be prompted by concern for the cause 
of justice. Of course, if it should turn out 
that the prosecution has again accepted a 
foreman of the jury against whom they 
ought to have been on their guard, it 


will {be taken as proof that the 
Government counsel are decidedly 
overmatched and that the trial of 


the Satispurys, KERENs, and others, if the 
larger contractors are ever to be tried, 
should be placed in more competent hands. 
The apparently interminable difficulties in 
the way of obtaining a perfectly trustworthy 
jury in the District of Columbia may sug- 
gest the transfer of other cases to a United 
States court more fortunately situated. 








Our dispatches from Washington give a 
very encouraging view of the prospects of the 
Civil Service Reform bill. In the House an at- 


tempt made by Mr. Kasson to call up the bill 
of his committee, which is to the last degree 
defective and deceptive, was promptly re- 
sisted by Mr. Hiscock, the Chairman of the 
Appropriations Committee, who hopes for 
the passage of the Senate bill and wishes 
the House to wait for that measure. Mr. 
Hiscock was sustained by a large vote. In 
the Senate Mr. Hoar and Mr. Miter each 
made a strong and effective argument in 
favor of the pending bill. The speeches of 
both were marked by exceeding moderation 
and impartiality. The proceedings in both 
houses are watched narrowly by the coun- 
try, and the advocates of substantial and 
practical reform are greatly strengthened by 
the evidence that public opinion is with 


them. 


There was a brief skirmish in the Senate 
yesterday over the ancient French spoliation 
claims. Mr. SHERMAN, with that breadth 
of statesmanship and largeness of view 
which always characterize, him, said, with 
some impatience of manner, that these claims 
were over eighty years old. This condemna- 
tion of the claims is based. of course, upon 
the entirely just assumption that a failure to 
pay a bill is a full discharge of the obliga- 
tion, The longer the day of payment 1s 





put off the more worthless becomes the 


original claim. As a matter of fact, the 
United States Government received from 
the French Government full satisfaction of 
these claims, acting as attorney for individ- 
ual claimants; but the United States Govern- 
ment, having collected the bills, has failed 
to indemnify the claimants. As was de- 
clared in the Senate yesterday, the justice of 
the claims has been solemnly affirmed by 
Congressional committees more than forty 
times, Dante WesstErR, HENRY Cuay, 
and other eminent statesmen being the au- 
thors of the reports. But honest Joun 
SHERMAN’S view of the case is that we 
should not pay the bill because it is old 
enough to be outlawed. 





Certain ‘‘ practical’ politicians in the 
House of Representatives who were elected 
in November to stay at home appear to at- 
tribute their defeat mainly to the New-York 
press, and in seeking some means to get 
even with the newspapers they have hit 
upon the fast mail service. This is 
supposed by a large proportion of West- 
ern Representatives to be run solely for 
the benefit of Metropolitan newspapers, 
and not liking the kind of intelligence dis- 
seminated by the leading journals of this 


City, they propose to vote against 
any further appropriation for fast 
mails. It is not a novel _proposi- 
tion that New-York newspapers owe 


to the fast mail service a large circulation 
which they could not otherwise secure, but 
it is none the less wide of the truth. It may 
be doubted whether any newspaper in this 
City receives a fair return for the extra ex- 
pense which the necessity of connecting 
with the fast mails entails on it, and there 
can beno doubt atall that the stoppage of 
the fast mail service would occasion more 
satisfaction than regret in newspaper offices. 
If the general business interests of the coun- 
try do not demand the continuance of the 
fast mails, let them by all means be dropped. 
Congressmen in search of measures of retali- 
ation for the blows dealt them by the New- 
York press must look in some other di- 
rection. 





The Senate committee on ‘‘corners’’ and 
“futures” elicited some very interesting, 
though perhaps not very valuable, testimony 
yesterday. Mr. Wiui1am H. VANDERBILT 
disapproved of corners on principle, and 
showed his blissful ignorance of this 
wicked form of speculation by stating 





that he believed ‘‘ cornering’’ a prop- 
erty and depreciating it to be con- 
vertible terms. As there is nothing 


more abhorrent to Mr. VANDERBILT than 
‘(a bear of any kind,’’ he is down on the 
cornerer as a man who is engaged in depre- 
ciating the value of what does not belong to 
him. lt appears that Mr. Rurvus Hates has 
a different and probably a sounder concep- 
tion of the working of a corner in grain 
or stocks. He recalled the Harlem corner 
gotten up by VANDERBILT as being the only 
one that, in his recollection, had turned out 
a grand success. When everybody was 
selling the stock short, the Commodore was 
buying it in, and he succeeded in cornering 
the people who were dealing in his property 
so effectually as to compel them to settle at 
$285 ashare. If the committee are trying 
to discover a remedy for that kind of 
speculation which aims at controlling all 
the existing stock of some necessary article 
of food by way of making it artificialiy dear, 
they did pot get much instruction yesterday, 
though they did bring out quite an instruc- 
tive series of moral aphorisms from rather 
unlikely sources. Mr. Hatcnu’s maxim that 
‘a man who sells what he has.not got ought 
to go to State prison’”’ has a practical sound, 
but must, we fear, be regarded as only a 
counsel of perfection. 








DEMOCRATS AND REFORM. 


The debate in the Senate yesterday on the 
bill for the improvement of the civil service 
was particularly interesting, as showing the 
currenis of opinion in the Democratic Party 
upon this subject, in some regards the most 
important, and certainly of the most far- 
reaching importance, of those now before 
the country. Mr. Brown, of Georgia, who 
was, curiously enough, chosen to the Senate 
as arepresentative of the more liberal ele- 
ment in Southern Democracy, made a very 
frank but very extreme and bitter speech 
against the bill. He denounced it for its in- 
justice to the Democratic Party, because it 
provided that entrance sto the civil service 
should be to the lowest grade, while vacancies 
in the higher grades should be filled by pro- 
motion, regard being had to merit and length 
of service. This, he declared, was, in effect, 
a provision that Democrats should be al- 
lowed to compete only for the lower offices, 
while the higher must be filled exclusively 
from the Republicans already in the service. 
In the next breath he declared that the bill 
wasa ‘‘fraud’ anda “humbug,” because 
a Democratic President, if he should be 
elected, would surely find means to turn out 
the Republicans from the upper as well as 
the lower places, and of filling the vacancies 
with Democrats. For the transparent in- 
consistency of these two lines of argument 


Mr. Brown was promptly called to account 
by Senator GrorGE, of Mississippi, who 
pointed out the obvious fact that either one 


destroyed tne other, and that opposition 


based on both would necessarily fall to 
the ground. 

There is no doubt that Mr. Browwn’s fool- 
ish and irrational talk very fairly represents 
the feeling of the average Democrat, who 
can be made to understand without trouble 
a non-partisan service to which Democrats 
shall be admitted under a Republican Ad- 
ministration, but cannot at all comprehend 
a non-partisan service in which promotions 
shall be made for fitness without reference 
to politics. It seems a waste of time to show 
that Mr. Brown’s conception of the effect 
of the till he opposes is ignorant and nar- 
row, but it is well enough to repeat that the 
bill does not apply to a single office filled by 
the nominat:on of the President and the as- 
sent of the Senate, and that the requirement 
that promotions shall be made from lower 
grades gives advantage, first, to those Demo- 
crats now in the service who have been re- 
tained onaccount of their special capacity, 
and, second, to those who may be admitted 
by competition to the lower grades. Experi- 
ence shows that in all promotions made in 
the New-York Custom-house since the re- 
form has been fairly at work there, the new 
men who have come in through competition 
are almost sure to win, and to such an ex- 





tent that very few of the old employes ap- 
pointed under the spoils system care to even 
contend for the prizes. Mr. Brown blun- 
ders, therefore, when he holds up the biil as 
offering any unfair obstacles to deserving 
Democrats. He wound up his remarkable 
demonstration of political and personal stu- 
pidity by offering an amendment declaring 
the right of the President to remove at dis- 
cretion. Thisis a right that exists and is 
recognized by. the bill) The House com- 
mittee’s bill, indeed, seeks to limit it by re- 
quiring that removals shall be made for 
cause only, stated in writing, and after a 
hearing, and this bill is strongly opposed by 
the civil service reformers. 


But if Mr. Brown’s illogical speech rep- 
resents the prejudice of a large portion of 
his party, the attitude of Mr. Grorce and 
Mr. PENDLETON shows a clear appreciation 
of the real needs and opportunities of the 
Democracy. These gentlemen recognize the 
fact that if their party is to come into power, 
and retain it, it cannot do soby offering of- 
fices to its active politicians. It can only do 
so by adopting in good faith a policy of ad- 
ministration which the country approves, 
and by establishing its claim to confidence 
in its intention and capacity to carry out 
that policy. Now, it is so plain that the way- 
faring man, though a Senator from Georgia, 
ought to be able to read it, that the policy 
of administration which the country has just 
condemned in the Republicans is pre- 
cisely the one which Senator Brown 
advances, and the policy that it desires 
is essentially that embodied in the 
bill before the Senate. This is seen by Mr. 
PENDLETON and Mr. GrorcEe and by a 
small but strong and influential band of 
Democratic leaders. They perceive the 
blind and obstinate folly of throwing away 
the advantage they have gained by openly 
professing the methods which the country 
has so overwhelmingly rebuked. They do 
not for a moment deceive themselves with 
the pleasing illusion that Republicans in 
Massachusetts, for instance, have accepted 
Butlerism, in defeating their own candi- 
date and electing Bur.er, or that Repub- 
licans throughout the country have accept- 
ed Democracy, as it has been in the past, in 
electing a Democratic majority to the House 
of Representatives. On the contrary, they 
see in the temporary resort to these means 
by Republicans only a convincing proof of 
their earnest determination to get rid of 
their own complicity in the spoils sys- 
tem of politics and to clear the 
ground for something better. Democratic 
leaders with a grain of common sense know 
that if their party can offer that some- 
thing better, it stands a fair chance for the 
immediate future; but they see in Repub- 
lican revolt against the Republican spoils- 
men a sternand unmistakable warning as to 
the fate that will overtake the Democrats if 
they cling to the spoils system. On the 
whole, such outbreaks of absurd prej- 
udic as those of Brown and VoorRHEES, 
and their prompt rebuke by men of 
their own party, constitute an excellent 
augury for the progress of honest politics. 
If the Democratic Party will give a strong 
majority of its votes in the Senate and the 
House to the reform biil now pending, it will 
pass, and the next great national contest will 
be carried on on a higher plane, with purer 
methods, with more intelligence, and to the 
more certain advantage of the whole country 
than has been the case in any contest since 
the close of the war. 








THE JUDICIARY BILL. 

Among the evidences that the Democrats 
are destined to forfeit public confidence 
in time to save the country from the com- 
plete ascendency of the party in the na- 
tional Government is the disposition de- 
veloping in the House of Representatives to 
defeat the bill providing for the relief of the 
Supreme Court for no reason except that it 
will put in the hands of a Republican Presi- 
dent the appointment of several new Circuit 
Judges. The provisions of this bill have 
become familiar to the country.through the 
discussion which it underwent in the Senate 
at the last session. It is mainly the work of 
Senator Davis, of Illinois, whose long expe- 
rience on the Supreme bench made him ac- 
quainted with the necessity of relieving the 
highest court of the burden which inter- 
feres with its efficiency, and whose thorough 
study of the subject enabled him to 
devise the most effectual measure of relief. 
It was also framed in harmony with sugges- 
tions made by ex-Justice STRONG, and is be- 
lieved to accord with the views of the pres- 
ent Justices. Moreover, it is heartily sup- 
ported and urgently recommended by the 
American Bar Association and the Bar As- 
sociations of this and other States. In fact, 
it mects the approbation of men of the high- 
est judicial and legal standing through- 
out the country who are capable of forming 
sound opinions on the subject. The bill 
passed the Senate at the last session after a 
prolonged and thorough discussion, and has 
been favorably considered by the Judiciary 
Committee of the House. It is therefore in 
a position favorable to its prompt passage, 
provided it meets with no factious opposi- 
tion. 


Of the urgent need of legislation which 
shall relieve the Supreme Court and facili- 


tate the disposition of cases in the circuits 


there is no manner of doubt. The need has 
been felt for years, but the magnitude and 
importance of the task of meeting the re- 
quirements of the situation made its per- 
formance by Congress a matter of more 
than usual difficulty. It was desirable that 
partisan considerations should in no way 
vitiate the proceedings. Judge Davis’s 
peculiar political relations, as well 
as his judicial experience and _person- 
al character, eminently qualified him to 
become the framer of the needed measure, 
and there is not the least ground for sup- 
posing that he was swayed by any motive 
but a desire to meet the requirements of the 
case in the best possible manner. The gen- 
eral acceptance and approval of his work 
outside of Congress is the best evidence of 
his success. Indeed, there 1s scarcely any 
opposition to it in Congress that touches the 
merits of his plan. Such as there is proceeds 
wholly on those partisan grounds which 
ought to be excluded in the consideration of 
a measure of this kind. 


The Circuit Courts of the United States 
have an insufficient force for their ordinary 
work, and it takes about two years to reach 
a case after it has been placed on their 
crowded calendars Then, if an appeal is’ 
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taken to the Supreme Court, it is from three 
to four years before it comes toa hearing. 
These delays, which are increasing in length, 
amount in many cases to a denial of justice 
and a discouragement of efforts to maintain 
the rights of citizens. A large proportion 
of the appealed cases are of a class that 
might with entire propriety be finally dis- 
posed of in the circuits if there were a com- 
petent appellate tribunal established for 
the The 


purpose, Davis bill pro- 
vides for intermediate courts of ap- 
peal, one in each circuit, to be com- 


posed of the Supreme Justices assigned 
to the circuit, the Circuit Judges, and such 
District Judges as may be called upon in or- 
der to make up a tribunal of five members. 
The plan involves the appointment of two 
additional Judges in each circuit, which, in 
view of the need of a reinforcement of the 
circuit Judiciary, as well as the relief of the 
Supreme Court, is probably as economical 
an expansion of the judicial force as could 
be made to meet the requirements of the 
case. One of the merits of the plan is that 
it leaves the Supreme Court untouched and 
furnishes the ground for whatever further 
expansion and development the growth of 
the Nation may require. 


Now, this important scheme, which has 
thus far had nothing of a political or parti- 
san character associated with it, is said to 
be imperiled because short-sighted Demo- 
crats in the House think that by staving off 
action their party may secure the judicial 
patronage which it involves. This would be 
possible only by delaying the needed reform 
for about three years, and there is more 
than an equal chance that such a delay, 
with other evidences of Democratic greed 
and wrong-headedness, would be fatal to 
the partisan purpose that inspired it. There 
is no reason for distrusting President Ar- 
THUR’S use of the power which would be 
intrusted to him by this bill. In most of his 
judicial appointments heretofore he has 
shown a high appreciation of the qualities re- 
quired for efficient service on the bench. 
Men like Judges Gray and BLatcurorp, 
whom he has placed on the Supreme bench, 
are known to the country as eminent jurists, 
and the public knows and cares nothing 
about their political predilections. The 
same should be true, so far as possible, of 
the new Judges, and there is no reason to 
doubt that the President would select them 
by the highest standard of fitness for their 
judicial duties. Democratic opposition to 
this bill can only be willfully factious and 
obstructive, and it certainly cannot prove 
of benefit to them in a party point of view. 





THE OPELIKA RIVALS. 


The beautiful and enterprising town of 
Opelika, Ala., is in mourning. Her fa- 
vorite sons, or several of them, at least, 
have been laid low in fratricidal strife, and 
the angry note of the shot-gun has disturbed 
the peace of many families. It may not 
be generally known to the general reader 
that there are two local Governments in the 
thrifty town of Opelika. One of these rep- 
resents what is known as the Citizens’ Party, 
while the other is headed by one DunBAR, a 
whisky seller, and is known as *‘‘ The Bar- 
room Gang.”’ This title, however, should 
not be regarded as the exclusive prop- 
erty of Mr. Dunsar’s party, as the 
opposition appears to be officered by gentle- 
men‘of a similar profession. One of the 
leaders of the Citizens’ Party is ‘‘ Bon’’ Ma- 
LONEY, Who, with his trusty bar-keeper, 
‘* Jin’’ RoBeRts, has been in several of the 
advanced skirmishes that have made things 
lively for the residents of Opelika since the 
breaking out of the present hostilities. But 
DunBaR, the saloon-keeper, who is one of 
the two rival Mayors, managed to get pos- 
session of the official building, and there ex- 
ercised the powers and duties of Mayor, 
whereupon the outside bar-room gang stig- 
matized him and his followers as ‘‘ The Bar- 
room Gang.” 





The exact merits of the controversy can- 
not be arrived at by any disinterested out- 
sider unless a personal visit should be made 
to the beleaguered city. Last week a general 
riot was precipitated in consequence of the 
bitterness of a discussion which was con- 
ducted with double-barreled shot-guns, the 
bar-room party and the citizens’ organiza- 
tion having met on the field of battle. 
About a dozen men were wounded, among 
them being the aforesai@ Roserts, bar- 
keeper for MALONEY, whose saloon adjoins 
that of Dunsar, one of the rival Mayors, 
After this diversion, we are told, quiet 
resigned for a space. But war presently 
broke out again when DunBaR sent out 
his collectors to gather in the local taxes. 
The rival faction might endure some things, 
but the attempt of DunBaR to collect the 
cash, which might be the sinews of war in 
the Dunbar camp, was too much for human 
endurance. Once more the shot-guns came 
forth, and bloodshed was again common. In 
the language of a local chronicler, ‘‘ The 
sun went down that night on a renewal of 
the riot.’”’ The crack of musketry and the 
sharp click of the pistol rang out on the air. 
Early in the fight the intrepid MaLonry 
fell and was carried home by his 


faithful leutenant and bar-keeper, ‘‘ J1m’’ 
Roserts, who, as he bore the fallen 
hero up stairs, cried, in a tone of suppressed 


emotion: ‘‘ MALONEY carried me up to this 
room after Il had been shot by these devils, 
and now I have to perform the same duty 
for him.’”’ With these touching words the 
bar-keeping soldier of the Citizens’ Legion 
laid down his chief while hostilities were re- 
newed outside, the rattle of musketry and 
pistol-shooting denoting the severity of the 
conflict. ‘‘At 11:15 P. M.,”’ says the his- 
torian of this Homeric conflict, ‘‘ with the 
sound of battle in his ears the spirit of Ma- 
LONEY passed away.’”’ 

It is not recorded that the slayer of Ma- 
LONEY was Dunrgar, but it was certainly 
one of DunBar’s followers. Without men- 
tioning the name of the slayer, it is said that, 
being arrested and turned over to ‘‘a mere 
stripling’’ by a friendly Sheriff, the slayer 
said he was going out ‘‘ to see a man,”’ and 
so went out and disappeared into the vague 
unknown. All these facts, and more, to- 
gether with lists of the killed and wounded, 
were gathered up and printed by the Atianta 
newspapers, whereupon the members of the 
bar-room party, headed by DuNnBAR, made 
threats of going to that city for the express 
purpose of exterminating aforesaid report- 
ers. As a rejoinder, it is declared that there 
are lamp-postsin Atlanta, and that indiscreet 
citizens of Opelika should beware of coming

too near these impromptu gibbets. Fur- | 


thermore, shouid any demonstration be 
made against the faithful band of Atlanta 
reporters, one thousand armed men are 
ready to start at a moment’s notice for ‘‘ the 
outlawed district. ’’ 

Meantime, the Legislature has abolished 
the dual Government of Opelika, and the 
two Mayors are lawfully superseded by a 
State commission. But, in defiance of all 
law, the two Mayors claim to be all that 
their respective titles imply. By way of 
illustrating the somewhat disturbed condi- 
tion of the town, it is said that 
passengers in a coach passing through 
that uneasy community are obliged to 
prostrate themselves on the bottom of 
the vehicle to avoid being fired into. It is 
not certain when this unhappy condition of 
affairs will change for the better, but it is 
clear that Opelika is at present a good 
place to stay away from. Andif it.should be 
said that the riot, murder, and outlawry of 
Opelika, Ala., are peculiar to that re- 
gion, itshould be remarked, also, that things 
like these are always characteristic of the 
high civilization of the section of country in 
which they are now happening. 








HMR. DODGE AND THE SUNDAY LAW. 


Mr. WititAm E. Dopee has recently 
written a letter on the Sunday question in 
reply to a circular addressed to many prom- 
inent citizens, requesting their opinion as 
to railway trafficon Sunday. Mr. Dopes 
isan earnest advocate of the Puritan Sab- 
bath, but the cause which he has at heart 
will hardly be benefited by the curious col- 
lection of facts which he quotes in support 
of his opinion. 

It appears to be Mr. Dopar’s belief that a 
railway company which runs trains on Sun- 
day is sure to meet with calamity. In 1873 
Mr. Dopek was a Director of the New-Jer- 
sey Central Railroad, and in spite of his op- 
position the other Directors decided that 
two Sunday trains should be placed on the 
road. Mr. DopGe thereupon sent in his 
resignation and sold his stock at ‘‘ 116 to 
118." Mark what followed. Two years 
later the company was bankrupt and its 
stock was selling for 10 cents. On the other 
hand, the Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern Railroad, of which Mr. Dones is a Di- 
rector, has never run Sunday trains, and is 
now greatly prosperous. From these facts 
Mr. DopGeE seems to be convinced that no 
railway which is operated on Sunday can 
prosper. 

Furthermore, it is Mr. Dongr’s evident 
conviction that railway accidents can be 
avoided only on condition that railway en- 
gineers are ‘‘ first-class’ Christians. Years 
ago there was an engineer on the New- 
Haven Road who was a “‘ first-class Chris- 
tian engineer,” and who ran an express 
train. One day leave of absence was given 
to this engineer to visit his famiiy, and his 
engine was put in charge of a man who 
‘‘had just returned from California,’ and 
who, of course, must have been all sorts of 
apagan. The train promptly ran into the 
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Norwalk drawbridge, and the engineer and | 


thirty passengers were killed, ‘‘ thus show- 
ing the value to a railroad of a first-clase 
Christian engineer.”’ 

No one doubts the sincerity of Mr. Doper, 
but it is amazing that he can regard such 
facts as those just quoted as arguments 
against running railway trains on Sunday. 
Just as many facts could be collected to 
prove that running trains on Sunday is the 
surest way to secure prosperity for railway 
companies and safety for passengers. It is 
generally conceded that the two most pros- 
perous railroads in the country are the New- 
York Central and the Pennsylvania Central. 
Why should we not assume that the high 
price of their stock is owing to their Sunday 
trains ? 
also been remarkably exempt from ac- 
cidents to trains—a fact which clearly 
shows that Providence has blessed them 
because of their Sunday trains. Un- 
doubtedly the accident at the Norwalk 
drawbridge to which Mr. Dopes refers was 
a very serious one, but instead of assuming 
that it was due to the fact that the engineer 
was a returned Californian instead of a 
‘ first-class Christian,’’ we may assume that 
it was the result of running trains on week-

days, for no such accident has happened to | 


any Sunday train on the New-Haven Road. 
The elevated railroads, which grieve Mr. 
DopGE by running trains on Sunday, have 
killed very few passengers. Why may we 
not assert that their remarkable exemption 
from any serious accident is due to the 
fact that they are operated on Sunday? 
As for consistent Sabbath-keepers, they 
do not seem to meet with uniform pros- 
perity, and Mr. DopGE would have no right 
to condemn the reasoning which should 
draw from that fact the conclusion that 
‘‘ Sabbath breaking’’ is the surest road to 
safety. The late eminent evangelist, Mr. P. 
P. Buss, was killed in a railway accident 
while traveling, not on Sunday, but on a 
week-day, and Mr. DopGxr’s business firm, 
in spite of his careful observance of the Sab- 
bath, was subjected to the misfortune of 
having to pay an immense sum to the Gov- 


ernment as a penalty for a breach of the 
revenue laws. Had Mr. Buiss never traveled 
on any day except Sunday, he certainly 


would have escaped the particular accident 


which caused his terrible death, and we may 
assume, if we choose, that the trouble which 
came upon Mr. DopGs’s firm was a judg- 
ment upon him for his willful and persis- 
tent ‘‘ Sabbath-keeping.”’ 

Mr. DopceE and most of the excellent men 
who like himself are firmly convinced that 
all mankind should be compelled by law to 
outwardly keep Sunday as if it were the 
Jewish Sabbath are playing most success- 
fully into the hands of their opponents. 
The recent enforcement of the Sunday laws 
by the arrest of bootblacks and bakers has 
done more to encourage those who seek the 
entire abolition of all Sunday laws, includ- 
ing that restricting the sale of ardent spirits, 
than anything that has occurred for many 
years. It is only necessary for Mr. Dopez 
and his friends to secure the strict and 
literal enforcement of the Sunday laws, and 
a reaction will take place which will sweep 
every vestige of Sunday laws from the 
statute-book. 

Among those who are the earnest advo- 
cates of Sunday rest, Dr. HowarD Crossy 
stands almost alone in the clear, strong com- 
mon sense with which he views the matter. 
He has pointed out that any attempt to pre- 
vent by law what is called ‘‘ Sabbath-break- 
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Fourth Commandment, must be a failure, 
and that its failure will involve the failure

of rest. The great majority of our people 
either disbelieve that the Fourth Command- 
ment is any part of the Christian religion or 
they disbelieve the Christian religion alto- 
gether, and they become indignant when 
those who believe that Sunday is the 
Jewish Sabbath try to force that view 
upon them by the aid of the Police. On 
the other hand, every man wants a day of 
rest and freedom from business, and Sun- 
day laws designed to assist menin obtain- 
ing a day of rest can command popular ap- 
proval. The rest of Sunday is a blessing 
that we cannot afford to lose and that is 
even of more value to working men than to 
men like Mr. Doper. It is a great pity 
that the latter, by their injudicious zeal, 
should be unintentionally doing their ut- 
most to completely destroy Sunday as a day 
of rest. 





itis tardy and rather insufficient justice 
which consigns fourteen Aldermen of 
Brooklyn to the Raymond-Street Jail for 
five days.

will suffer for the much graver wrong of 
betraying their official trust, it must be ac- 
knowledged that they get off much too cheap- 
ly, and that their case is not so distinct a warn- 
ing to their class as is desirable. Judges 
BaRNARD, DyKMAN, and CULLEN would 
have shown a truer appreciation of the 
merits of the case if they had enforced 
Judge GILBER?’s original sentence of thirty 
days in jail. 





Some members of the Anti-Monopoly Party, 
who watched carefully the progress of the official 
canvass in this City, have made a report, which 
shows in a very striking way the slipshod manner 
in whieh the election officers did their work. Mis- 
takes and neglect. of the requirements of the law 
were noted in 617 election districts. In many As- 
sembly districts there was not a single election dis- 
trict the returns from which were as the law di- 
rects. In some cases the tickets were not marked; 
in others no ballots were attached to the returns. 
Then there were instanees where the sample bal- 
lots were incomplete; where only ‘straight’ tick- 
ets were pasted on, and a few cases where only 
Tammany ballots were pasted and marked. There 
were mistakes also of counting where the returns 
do not correspond with the number of baliots cast. 
In one distriet the number of ballots cast for But- 
LER Was 48, but the returns show only 381; in an- 
other, 110 ballots were cast for the candidate, and 
only 48 appear on the return. All the returns, it is 
reported, have blank pages signed by Inspectors 
and Poll Clerks, and the returns bear every indica- 
tion of having been first signed in blank and filled 
up afterward. In one noted instance in the Four- 
teenth Election District of the Thirteenth Assembly 
District such a method of preparing the returns 
resulted in the fraud whereby Mr. SpracuE was 
cheated out of hisseatin the Assembly. Consid- 
ering the way in which the whole work was dona, 
it is rather surprising that more cases of the kind 
were not ciscovered. 
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Judge ARNOUX rendered a decision yester- 
day which commends itself to everybody with an 
adequate sense of fair dealing. He holds that the 
Legislature of this or of any other State has not 
the right to step in between the two parties 
to a suit and exclude the plaintiff merely be- 
cause it is its pleasure to doso. If, he says, 
a person has a good ground of complaint, 
he is entitled to have his eause heard in a 
court of any State within whose jurisdiction he 
happens to be; and the Legislature of that 
State cannot, without reason and ina mere arbi- 
trary spirit, compel the court to which he applies 
tor relief to expel him from its forum. He insists 
that tne principles of justice and reason shall 
underlie all laws. The Legislature of this State 
indulged in some peculiar legislation in the session 
of 1881. The purpose of the legislation was 
avowedly retaliatory, and its spirit was contempt- 
ible. As usualin such cases, the Legislature seems 
to have shot overitsmark. It intended toretaliate 
upon certain other States for laws enacted by their 
Legislatures making it a misdemeanor for agents 
of foreign insurance companies to do business 
within their borders, and the means adopted by it 
was to deny justice to citizens of those States in our 
courts. The reason for this was that the prohibitory 
laws bear more hardly upon the insurance companies 
of New-York than upon those of other States. In 
framing the retaliatory measure the Albany law- 
makers declared that whenever the Legislature of 
any State shall prohibit agents of foreign insurance 
companies from doing business within its precincts 
no suit upon policies of insurance on the lives of 
persons who died in that State can be maintained in 
any court of New-York. Judge Arnoux holds that 
the aet is penal in character, and must therefore 
be strictly construed; that, being so construed, it is 
found to relate to events following its enactment. 
As the law of Alabama—the State in which the in- 
sured person in the case under consideration died— 
was passed prior to that of this State, ne decides 
that the plaintiff cannot be kept out of court by 
the latter act. But he goes further, and, allowing 
the retaliatory law the utmost freedom of con- 
struction, he arrives at the conclusion that it is in 
opposition to the Constitution of the United States, 
as it violates the obligation of contracts, the spirit 
of the fourteenth amendment, which forbids the 
curtailment by any State of the rights of any citi- 
zen or class of citizens within its jurisdiction. It 
is to be hoped that Judge ArNnovux’s conclusions 
are as sound in lawasinreason. Suohb a legisla- 
tive act as that which he condemns can only work 
injustice to individuals for the benefit of corpora- 
tions if it is allowed to stand, for the corporations 
will then have a motive to evade the prohibitory 
legislation in order to procure premiums upen poli- 
cies that they will be able to reject as invalid as 


fast as their dupes die.

Recent statements in regard to the growing 
prosperity of the city of New-Orleans would be 
much more satisfactery were they not supvle- 
mented by the information that the public school 
teachers there have not received a penny of pay 
for several months, and that some of them are on 
the verge of starvation.

sunk long before in Jamaican waters, and some 
thirty years later the son of Wriuram III.’s bosom 
friend, Bentinck, sought and obtained the Cap. 
tain-Generalship of Jamaica in order to repait 
the ravages which speculaticns in the South Ses 
scheme had made in his fortune. The King’s 
House, as the Governor’s palacs was styled, 
(Jamaica being the only colony in which the Gov- 
ernor’s residence took so pretentious a name.) at 
Kiagston was a vast pile, in which a vice-regal 
hospitality was maittained, and although there 
was always a great deal of absenteeism among the 
plantation owners, still there were enough left in 
Jamaica to maintain a society which was a by: 
word for profusion, if lacking in the refined 
finish of European Iuxury. The death-knell of all 
this sounded faintly enough at first indeed, in 
1792, when Wittiam WH£ILBERFORCE moyed ta 
briag in a bill to suppress negro impor 
tation, and it was not until after 42 years of in- 
cessant agitation that his end was achieved. From 
that period Jamaica as a great money-making 
place waned. The compensation granted by Parlia- 
ment to planters, large though it sounded, was a 
mere nothing where interests so enormous wer¢ 
involved, and those planters who had only Jamaica 
property to depend on, found themselves irretriev: 
ably ruined, while the rest received but a tithe of 
their former income. An Incumbered Estates Court 
atlength put matters on a somewhat more satisfac 
tory basis; but the heart was out of Jamaican busi- 
ness. In 1865 ¢ame the Morant Bay trouble, wheg 
the arbitrary measures of Gov. Eyre led to hit 
withdrawal from the colony and the suspensios 
of its legislative independence. Sir Joun Petrus 
GRANT, an eminent East Indian officlal, was sent ta 
reorganize the Government, which he did with con- 
siderable success, and Jamaica under its present 
Governor, Sir ANTHONY MosGrave, has until this 
disaster had a larger share of materiai prosperity 
than has befallen it in along while. There is said 
to have been a big fire there in 1782, but it ca 
scarcely have been of a very serious character. 
inasmuch as the late Lord ABINGER, a native, 
records in his autobiography, “Only three events 
which occurred during my childhood were of any 
interest—a great hurricane in 1780, and the twu 
threatemed invasions by the French fleet ia 1782, 
These events were deeply impressed on my mind.” 
A terrific fire would scarcely have been less so, 
Though the extent of the latest conflagration has 
been exaggerated, Jamaica will be half prostrated 
by it. She has not the recuperative forces of a 
Chicago or Boston, and even in the case of those 
great cities itis very well known that thousands 
never have recovered from the calamity, and that 
they and their children are in very different cir- 
cumstances to those that but for it they would be 


in to-day.

Judge Fisher, of the Baltimore City Court, 
has decided that the city is not liable for injuries 
to persons who fall upon slippery sidewalks, thera 
being no law which imposes the duty of removing 
ice and snow from the public streets upon the city. 

The number of women voters registered in 
Boston has steadily decreased every year since tha 
passage of the law, there being now only 567, 
against 748 in 1881, 772 in 1880, and 989 in 1879. Their 
names are printed in one of the city papers this 
year. 


It is related that three comparatively wealthy 
citizens of Boston, while waiting for acaronthe 
morning of the municipal election, were asked if 
they intended to vote for city officers. One did 
not know that it was election day, the second did 
not know where he was registered, if registered ai 
all, and the third had not voted for five years. 


The Hartford Courant says that, with the 
consent of the Andover Board of Visitors, the Rev.

Bible. 


The Petersburg (Va.) Inder-Appeal, one of 
the most honest and conservative newspapers of 
the South, asks how Winfield S. Hancock and 
Joseph E. Johnston would do for a Democratic 
Presidential ticket in 1884, and thinks that its 
adoption would prove that the war is really over. 
It believes the ticket would carry every Souther2 
State—Virginia by 30,000 majority. 

The six cities in Massachusetts which voted 
on Tuesday all gave majorities for license, the to- 
tal vote on the question being 56,057, and the ma- 
jority in favor of license 19,115, Fifteen cities 
which voted last week gave for license 21,303 votes, 
against it 16,648, a majority for license of 4,655. 
Last year, with 20 cities voting, the total vote on 
this question was about 2,000 greater, and the ma- 
jority for lieense about half as large. Last year 
eight cities voted against licease and twelve for it. 
This year five voted against and sixteen for license. 


Ex-Congressman Weaver has written a let- 
ter to the /thacan, a Greenback paper, in which he 
trusts ‘‘the friends of true reform” throughont the 
country wi!l not misinterpret the great political 
upheaval of the 7th of November. *‘* The forces 
which produced it,” he says, “have been accumu- 
lating for years, and the uprising is largely due to 
the faithful work of our party in laying bare the 
dreadful crimes and derelictions of the party 
in power.

MR. JOSEFFY’S FIRST CONCERT. 

Steinway Hall was’ crowded last night to 
greet Mr. Joseffy, and with very few exceptions 
every one remained till the close of the entertain- 
ment. The concert was, however, not as satisfac- 
tory from a musical stand-point as might have been 
expected. The orchestra was only passably meri- 
torious, and if Mr. Thomas did not succeed in 
summoning a good band he eseaped giving anything 
ealiing for blame by a mediocre performance 
which deserves no enthusiasm and ne 
particular fault-fiuding, After Cherubini's 
overture ‘‘Ladoiska,’’ Brahms’s new concer- 
to for piano-forte and orchestra No. 
in B flat, opus 83, was played “* by special request,” 
as the programme stated. The work was per- 
formed iast week at the concert and rehearsal of 
the Philharmonic Society at the Academy of Music, 
and received full notice in THz Times. A second 
hearing, under the conditions last night, was de- 
eidedly disappointing, and would seem to eall for 
Bome modification of the judgment generally pro- 
pounced by the public on its first presentation. 
Familiarity with the composition is not likely to 
breed contempt, but leads to the conclusion that 
Brahms has not written a work which will command 
snduring fame, notwithstanding its strong points. 
fhe first movement is the strongest of the four, 
but is too elaborate for the attention of an average 
pudience of musical culture, and the other num- 
bers are by no means equal to the standard estab- 
lished at the beginning. There is very mueh of 
deautiful writing in it mixed up with some not 
particularly felicitous in thought or expression. 
Mr. Joseffy played his part with the vigor 
snd exquisite grace for which he is distinguished, 
and never did better work more thoroughly and 
conscientiously. If Brahms had not been absurd- 
ly flattered by a coterie of admirers who wish to 
force him on the world as a second Beethoven, 
\jt is probably true that he would have written 
his concerto with less “ striving for the unattaina- 
ble.” Asitis he has contributed a valuable com- 
position, which may be amended with success, and 
which possesses so much inherent value that it is 
an ungrateful task tosay anything about it which 
does not contain the language of praise. The per- 
formance of the work was by no means equal 
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to that of last week under the auspices of the | 


Philharmonic Society either by Mr. Joseffy or 
the orchestra. In the third movement the 
violoncello solo part was indifferently and in- 
pfiiciently given by Mr. Hartdegen, 
pf the veteran member of the Philharmonic who 
played it last week, and in general there was a 
tack of precision and finish on the part of the 
orchestra and conductor which more than sug- 
rested carelessness. By way of solos Mr. Joseffy 
played twice, viz.: ‘‘ Passacaille’’ by Handel, anda 
fantasia by Liszt on ** Don Giovanni”’ for the first, 
pnd it isto be hoped the !ast, time. In the Handel 
selection Mr. Joseffy was heard at his best. He 
gave itathoroughly artistic interpretation, crisp, 
graceful, and absolutely faultless in its ex- 
ecution, and with an expression of musical 
intelligence that was delightful to every one 
In the audience. It was a treat to hear him 
In this, which was made more apparent when he 
dashed into the Liszt ‘Don Giovanni” fantasia. 
This work is a severe trial to one’s feelings. 
trashy piece of musical rubbish, unworthy of 
Liszt and sacrilegious when the pure artistic char- 
acter of Mozart is considered. 
pi piano pyrotechnics without merit, and disgraces 
Mr. Joseffy or any one else who bangs through it. 
It is builtup chiefly on the duo ‘‘La ci darem la 
mano,” and if it had been heard by Dr. Samuel 


Johnson he would have said, as he did ef another | 


composition, ‘ Difficult! Would to God it were 
Impossible !’” 
the beautiful Saint-Saéns concerto No. 2 in G. 
minor, which was well executed and gave un- 
mixed satisfaction. Itisto be hoped that in his 
future concerts Mr. Joseffy will not mar his great 
performance by the introduction of works of no 
lutrinsic value, however prominent may be the 
names of the authors. He is himself so brilllant 
end accomplished that he can command attention 
In the best class of music, and he owes it to him- 
self andthe public to maintain the highest stand- 
ardinhis art. It was stated on the programme 
last night that at the second concert, Jan. 11, Mr. 
Joseffy would perform his own new piano con- 
terto, with orchestra, for the first time, and also 
Henselt’s concerto in F minor. This announce- 
ment contains the promise of aun interesting 
goncert.

Offenbach’s ** Princess of Trebizonde,” with 
s German libretto, was sung and acted at the 
Thalia Theatre last evening, and the presentation 
delignted a large audience.

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RAILROAD PROPERTY BURNED. 


A DEPOT AND FORTY-EIGHT CARS DESTROYED 
—Loss, $100,000. 


The depot, engine-house, car-sheds, 23 Brad- 


Jey cars, 25 Centennial cars, 18 Woodruff sleeping 
cars, and 10 engines, belonging to the Manhattan 
Beach and Coney Island Railroad, and situated at 
the foot of Sixty-fifth-street, on the Bay Ridge 
shore, were destroyed by fire early yesterday 
merning. Mr. D. C. Corbin, Managing Director of 
the company, puts the loss at $100,000, which is 
fully covered by insurance in the Phonix Insu- 
rance Company, of Brooklyn, which, in turn, 
had reinsured seven-eighths of the amount 
in other companies, domestic and foreign. 
The manager of the Phcenix stated that 
no company would lose more than $12,500, 


The fire originated about 2:30 o’cloek A. M. in the 


oil-room of the engine-house, and, fanned by a 
strong south-west wind, spread so rapidly that all 
hope of saving any portion of the property, even 
had there been appliances within easy reach for 
battling with the flames, was lost within a few 
minutes, George Davis, the watchman, and John 
Schwab, a wiper, were the only employes of 
the company on the premises when the 
fire broke out. They were joined in a 
few minutes by John E, Kelly, the master msgson 
at the Sea Beach Works, which are only separated 
from the property of the Manhattan Beach Com- 


pany by a creek not more than 100 feet wide. At 


the request of the watchman, Kelly started for the 
Eighth Sub-Precinct, a distance of avout 23 blocks, 
to givean alarm. He ran all the way, but the 
fiames were beyond control before he reached the 
station-house. The Police promptly communi- 
cated with the Brookivn Fire Department, 
but Chief Nevins refused to respond unless 
he was requested to do so by the authorities 
of the town of New-Utrecht. The Brooklyn 
Fire Department is not permitted to operate out- 
side of the city limits unless by the request of the 
town autoborities in any of the five country towns 
of Kings County in which a fire may happen to be 
in progress. Fire Commissioner Partridge fully 


sustained Chief Nevins yesterday in his _ re- 
fusal to go _ outside the city limits sim- 
ply on ea Police notification. It is not 


probable that any of the property could have been 
suved even if the fire engines were sent to the 
fire, because there is half a mile of rough ground 
between Third-avenue and the scene of the fire 
over which it would have been impossible to get 
the Com in time to do anything like effective 
Work, 

When the fire had been burning abont a quarter 
of an hour the steam tug James Bowen, Capt. W. 
E. Norman, which was going out to sea, steamed 
close in and directed two streams of water on the 
depot and pier. The tug did good work in saving 


the pier, and also rendered efficient aid to 
the employes of the Sea Beach Com- 
pany in extinguishing a fire near the 
sheds which had been _ started by some 


sparks from the otner side of the creek. The fire 
burned over a space of ground about 220 feet 
square, destroying with their contents the depot, 
car-sheds, «nd engine-houses. The blaze when the 
fire was atits height shed a light over the Bay that 
could be seen for miles inevery direction. The de- 
struction was complete. Nothing remained yes- 
terday but a few blazing heaps of coal and the 
twisted and charred skeletons of the locomotives 
and cars. 

A rumor, whieh, however, could not be traced to 


| any trustworthy source, was cireulated yesterday

| morning to the effect that a canal-buat Captain had 


either been burned in the fames or drowned in at- 
tempting to escape their fury. The boat lay 
wlongside the Manhattan Company's dock, with 
about 30 tons of coal as cargo, The boat caught 
fire soon after the flames broke out. Mr. Kelly, who 
wasin charge of the Sea Beach Company’s prop- 
erty, finding that the fire on the boat en- 
dangered the interests which he was em- 
ployed to protect, determined to sink the vessel. 
This he did by cutting a hole with an axe in her 
side below the water line. The Captain of the 
canal-boat is an Italian, whose name could not be 
ascertained. He was not seen before or after the 
fire, and because of that fact the rumor spread 
about that he went down with the boat. The 
chances are, however, that he was not on board at 
the time of the fire. and if he were, unless indeed 
he were sleeping very soundly in the cabin, he had 
ample time to escape. 

The only theorr of the origin of the fire is that of 
spontaneous combustion in the vil-soaked waste. 
The depot was built in 1878. 
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A LARGE FIRE AT HICK MAN. 
TWENTY-FIVE BLOCKS 3URNED—THE LOSS 
$125,000. 

LOUISVILLE, Dec. 14.—An extensive fire 
broke out at Hickman, Ky., yesterday morning, 
and spread with such rapidity that attempts to 
subdue it were useless, and it lasted until the ma- 
teriai gave out. Twenty-five business blocks, the 
Post Office, and two hotels were destroyed. The 
special from Hickman, Ky., gives the list of 
losses and insuraace: J. R. Brown, hotel, $60,000;

KINGSTON’S GREAT FIRE. 


| THE LOSS REDUCED ONE-HALF—FIVE PER- | 
SONS BURNED TO DEATH. 
Kincston, Jamaica, Dec. 14.—The fire 


which broke ont in the business quarter of this 
city last Monday evening was not extinguished 
untii Wednesday. The loss, which was at first put 
at £6,000,000, is now estimated at £3,000,000. The 
fire, which was of incendiary origin, began in a 
quantity of shingles in a lumber-yard, and, as a 
high wind prevailed, immediately gained great 
proportions. All the warehouses, wharves, and 
stores were consumed. Four hundred stores in 
a'l were destroyed. Buildings regarded as fire- 
proof did not escape destruction, as nearly every 
one of that class which the fire attacked suc- 
cumbed to the flames. The fire was attended with 
loss of life. I 
burned to death. A new law will be passed pro- 
hibiting the use of shingles here hereafter.

REMINGTON’S FACTORY BURNED. 

Utica, N. Y., Dec. 14.—Fire was discov- 
ered yesterday in the shop of Remingtons, manu- 
facturers of arms and sewing-machines at Ilion, in 
which weodwork of their various wares is made, 
and in a few hours the centre building with its 
contents was destroyed. The building was a large 
frame structure on Main-street, apart from the 
armory and agricultural works, and in it wasmade 
all wood work for the sewing-machines, type-writer, 
and gun and pistol stocks. The structure was com- 


pleted and put in operation last March. The type- 
writer and machine tables were previously made 
in Cleveland and Cincinnati, and gun-stocks in Ilion. 
The armory building was three stories high, with 
basement. The boilers inthe basement were fired 
with shavings and other refuse matter. These 
were collected in a so-ealled fire-proof room, near 
the furnaces. This room was closed when the 
employes went to dinner. The fire is believed to 
have originated in shavings from the furnace. 
The engineer, on returning, found the flames be- 
yond control. The books were saved, but stock, 
finished work, machinery, and building were com- 
pletely destroyed. The loss is $40,000, and the in- 
surance $19,000. Sixty employes are thrown out of 
employment. Doubt is expressed by the Superin- 
tendent of the rebuilding of the burned factory, 
the recent death of Samuel Remington adding to 
the embarrassments and uncertainties of future 
movements.

OTHER FIRES. 


A fire which occurred at Winnineg, Man- 
itoba, last night destroyed the Canadian Pacific 
Hotel and Johntson House—two Jarge hotels. The 
Waverly House also caught fire, but the flames were 
extinguished before very great damage was done. 
The Jobnston House was valued at $30,000, and the 
furniture, including eight billiard tables, at $12,000, 
The hotel was opened Saturday, and was crowded 
with guests, all of whom were rescued, but none of 
their effects were saved. One woman was severely 
burned in trying to save her child, whom 
she thought in a burning house, but the child had 
been already rescued. The total loss will be about 
$75,000, half of which is covered by insurance. The 
weather being cold, there was some difficulty in 
working the fire engines. 


A fire occurred yesterday morning in Winn, 
Me., on the Eastern Division of the Maine Central 
Railroad. Assistance from Bangor was sought. 
but later dispatches announced that the fire was 
under control. The following buildings were 
burned: Henry Weymouth’s dwelling-house and 
barn, the old station store, owned by Love E. Gor- 
don, and another store owned by the same person, 
with its contents; the house of Martin Kelly, 
George Gould's shoe shop, and Charles 8. Stevens’s 
wheelwright shop. The loss ‘is $20,000,; the in- 
surance detween $9,000 and $10,000. 


The residence of P. Stafford, at Ironton, 
Ohio, was burned Wednesday night. His wife 
perished in the flames. The tire is supposed to 
have originated from a lamp explosion. 


Degley & Son’s foundry-works at Palestine, 
Texas, were burned yesterday. The machinery 
and building were completely destroyed. The 
loss is $20,000; the insurande, $10,000.

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THE STARIN WAR LIBRARY. 


PRESENTATION AT BATH—SPEECH OF MR. 
STARIN—A HANDSOME TESTIMONIAL. 


Batu, N. Y., Dec, 14.—The Hon. John H. 
Starin war library was presented to the Soldiers’ 
Home here to-day. In 1880 the Grand Army of the 
Republic, at their semi-annual encampment, ap- 
pointed acommittee to prepare and present to the 
Hon. John H. Starin a testimonial in recognition 


of many kinduesses he has extended tc veteran 


soldiers and sailors. At Mr. Starin’s request, how- 
ever, the money appropriated for the purpose 
($800) was devoted to the purchase of 400 volumes 
of books relating to the rebellion anda suitable 
case for containing them. The presentation cere- 
menies took place in the chapel in the presence of 
50 guests and inmates of the Home, and were pre- 
sided over by Gen. Slocum, President of the Board 
of Trustees, who referred in a most complimentary 
mauner to Mr. Starin’s action in diverting the testi- 
monial from himself to the uses of the old soldiers, 
and said that the library would ada greatly to the 
attractions of the Home, and be a great comfort to 
the veterans in their declining years. ‘The inmates 
approved these remarks with loud applause. 

Gen. Henry A. Barnum, of New-York, Chairman 
of the Grand Army of the Repubiic Testimonial 
Committee, gave the history of the library project, 
and spoke in most enthusiastic terms of Mr. Starin’s 
many acts of kindness to soldiers and the families 
of dead soldiers, and said he was most justly called 
the soldier’s friend. His remarks were loudly ap- 
plauded. Mr. Starin then presented the library to 
the home in the following speech: 

It isnot my purpose, 2s it is certainly not my 
forte, to make aspeech. I desire only in briefest 
form to state the reasons which suggested to me 
the idea of this library, It had come to my know- 
ledge that the Grand Army of the Republie of our 
State was about to offer me a testimonial of their 
appreciatien. The intimation of such an intention 
on the part of so large, so _ influential, and so re- 
spectable a body could not be other than gratify- 
ing to me. Actuated by a genuine regard for the 
veterans, [ bad in a quiet way given some excur- 
sions to those who were within reach of the Me- 
tropolis and to the representatives from the State 
at large. In Congress I had taken pleasure in leok- 
ing after the pensions of deserving applicants, 
especially those whose age or necessities entitled 
them to a speedy adjustment of their claims, In 
all my acts I have endeavored to give expression 
to what is still my firm, though, I fear, my not 
quite fashionable, belief, that the men who fought 
to maintain the Government are worthy of more 
honor than those who sought to destroy it. And 
that, other thinga being equal, those who can show 
the sears of battle deserve a preference over those 
who have never suffered for their country. Some 
years ago a handsome testimonial was presented 
to me by the soldiers and sailors who kaa partici- 
pated in the veterans’ excursions. I thenremarked 
that I should have preferred to see the money that 
it had cost invested for the poor widow or orphan 
children of a soldier. I accepted it, however, forthe 
kindly feeling it expressed, and to-day it is an orna- 
ment of my home of which I am justly proud. 
When this second offer came from the entire 
Grand Army of the Republic of the State, 
it occurred to me that I might aecept the 
honor, and still donate the gift so that the 
soldiers should themselves get the benefit of every 
dollar of it. My suggestion that the amount in- 
tended for a testimcnial to me should be invested 
in a library devoted to the literature of the war, to 
be placed in this Home of the Brave of New-York, 
met with the approval of your committee. Subse- 
quent appropriations have swelled the original gift 
until to-day it is my good fortune to present to you 
a case of books that does credit to the donors, and 
yet is, I trust, on!y the nucleus of a much larger 
library to be secured in thetuture, It will recall 
the scenes in which you have nobly played your 
part. It embalms the memories of the heroes 
whom youcherish. Thetransfer of it to you gives 
me more pleasure than [ cantell. More pleasure 
than to be the reeipient of any similar gift intended 


solely for myseif. One word more and [ have done. | 


I thank the representatives ef the Grand Army 
of the Republic for their many expressions of re- 
gard for me. They have honored me with the title 
of the “ Soldier’s Friend.” I trust I may always do 
all in my power to deserve so proud a designation. 

The speech was received with enthusiastic ap- 
plause by both veterans and guests. Gen. Slocum, 
on the part of the Board of Trustees, read the fol- 
lowing resolution of thanks, which the board had 
adopted just previous to the ceremonies: 

Whereos, The New-York State Solaiers’ and Sailors’ 
Home has recently received through the generosity of 
the Hon, Johan H. Starin a valuable library and boox- 
case. 

Resolved, That the Board of Trustees gratefully ac- 
cept the same, and hereby tender to Mr. Starin and 
the committee of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
who aided in the selection of the books, the sincere 
thanks of the board and of the inmates of the Home, 

Resolved, That the bourd will preserve the library 
with the greatest care consistent with the use for 
which it was desired. 

Admirable speeches were then made by Col. 
Willard Bullard, of New-York; Gen. W. F. Rogers, 
of Buffalo; Gen. J. B. Murray. of Seneca Falls; 
the Rev. S. Nichols, of Bath, and the Rev. I. M. 
Foster, of Waterloo, which were received with en- 
thusiasm. At the conclusion of the ceremonies 
Gea. Slocum, on the part of the Board of Trustees, 
invited the assembled guests to a collation, which 
was spread in the library room. On the motion of 
Gen. J. B. Murray the assembled members ex- 
pressed their most cordial approval of the Board 
of Trustees of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Home, and 
thanks forthe generous reception of their repre- 
sentatives. Mr. Starin and other guests then made 
atour of the Home buildings with Gen. Slocum, 
and they expressed themselves greatly pleased.

THE EXPERIENCE OF MR. VAN- 
DERBILT AND MR. HATOR. 

THE FORMER TELLING OF THE BAD EFFECT 
OF SPECULATION AND THE LATTER GIV- 
ING ILLUSTRATIONS. 

Some interesting testimony was givem yes- 


_ terday before the Senate committee which is en- 


gaged in investigating ‘‘corners” and *‘ futures” 
and their effect, upon the cemmerve and trade of 
the country. The committee met at 11 o’clock in 
the Metropolitan Hotel, Senator Boyd, the Chair- 


_/‘aan,and Semator Browning being presert. Sub- 


poenas had been served upon William H. Vander- 
bilt, Jay Gould, James Keene, and Uncle Rufus 
Hatch, but only two of these gentlemen, Messrs. 
Vanderbiit and Hatch, responded in person. Mr, 
Vanderbilt was accompanied by Mr. Chauncey M. 
Depew. The first witness heard was Mr. Leonard 
G. Quinlan, ef No. 62 Broadway, who has been in 
the commission business in this City and in St. 
Louis and Chicago for 2 years. He testified that 
in bis opinion corners were disastrous to all con- 
cerned. The system of futures, however, was ne- 
cessary to moderrg business and was correct enough 
if legitimately carried out. It was, however, liabie 
to be abused. - 

Mr. William H. Vanderbilt, who gave his business 
as ‘“‘railroading,” in which he testified to having 
been engaged for 19 years, was the next witness. 
“IT must premise anything I may say,” remarked 
Mr. Vanderbilt, “ by saving that you have got me 
on a subject I don’t know muck about. Corners I 


-Sbould think injurious to my trade. I can only 


speak of their effect on railroads, and what affects 
railroads affects all trades and the public gener- 
ally. The New-York Central and Hudson River 
Railroad at times has from 20,600 to 50,000 tons of 
goods waiting at this end of the line to deliver to 
shippers, and again itis entirely free. Operations 
leading to this state of affairs injure a railroad and 


its patrons. Whether corners are directly respon- 
sible for such condition of affairs you can determine 
as well as myself. Our grain elevators were built 
at the foot of Sixtieth-street on the principle of 
storing upon the grading system, the storing of 
each man’s stock in a separate bin being a thing of 
the past. There is no conflict between the railroad 
and the Erie Canal; the latter enables us to secure 
a great deal more freight than woe otherwise 
should. Common custom in the last few years 
has recognized a practice of doing business which 
formerly did not prevail, and I suppose that deal- 
ing ia. grain witn no inteation to. deliver would be 
regarded as one of those new methods. Some- 
times we have 2,500 cars filled with grain standing 
on our tracks just waiting for the movements of 
those gentlemen who own the grain and are specu- 
lating in it. The farmer who wants his apples 
moved te market may have to suffer because we 
are shert of cars and cannet give him the neces- 
sary rolling stock. I cannot say whether corners 
affect the price of necessaries of life. Wehave had 
as high as 3,000 or 4,000 cars standing on our tracks 


‘Joaded with grain, and we insist on putting a de- 


murrage en for the use of the cars. Sometimes we 
insist on collecting this demurrage and again we do 
not, according to circumstances and the business 
the customer givas to us. We make more prafits 
On transporting apples, potatoes, and other perish- 
able goods than on grain.” 

“What remedy would you suggest for the evils 
to which you have referred *” asked Senator Boyd. 

“I’ve talkea a good deal about this question to 
our people.” was the reply. “but I can’t say 
that we have evercome to the same conelusion 
twice, owing to the variety of- conditfons and cir- 
cumstances oxisting at different times. We've had 
our troubles with the Baltimore and Ohio, for in- 


.stance. They do a business which we can’t under- 


stand, and sometimes we think they are cheating. 
New-York is less favorable to shippers than Balti- 
more or any other sea-port. New-York stands in 
her own lignt by refusing to reduce her 
port charges. We give the use of 
our docks free to shippers in order 
to encourage trade and keep it here. We own 
from Sixtieth to Seventy-first street on the North 
River, and are building up docks on al! this terri- 
tory. When we exhaust this space we shall go to 
Harlem or somewhere else for dock-room. Twelve 
> aro ago we had not a single facility for docking. 
e’ve been obliged to do as our neighbors do, 
however, and you see the result in our dock sys- 
tem. The City charges us a heavy rental for the 
use of land under water which we occupy and 
which we permit shippers to use gratuitously.” 

Mr. Vanderbilt was asked about operations in 
stocks.. He replied: “I have the credit ef doinga 
great dealin stocks. Iam a first-rate buyer of 
foo or anything else, but an awful poor seller. 

never yet bought stocks to speculate im. I never 
told a stock short in my life. You see a great 
many things inthe newspapers every day about 
me which are not true. Newspaper reporters are 
very zood men in their way. It appears to be 
& part of their business, however, to get 
ap sensational stories of one kind and another. 
I’ve nothing to say against them. They’re very 
good men, some of them, and I suppose they’re 

on their busimess the same as the 
us. (Langhter.] Only this morning I read 
8 let of stuff in the newspapers about myself which 
was ge Regt I never bought a stoek in my 
: on whieh I didn’t put up 20 per cent. margin or 
the whole amount. There are hundreds who 
buy without putting upany margin. I have to pay 
for their neglect in this particular. I’m like the 
man who pays his tailor. I pay him for myself and 
for others who don’t pay him at all. [Laughter.] 
('m very much prejudiced against a bear of any 
kind. I go for upholding property of every kind. 
(’'m down on the man who attempts to depreciate 
property of anykind. Ithinkthesystem of corners 
3 depreciating and hasa bad tendency. Ali this 
speculation affects the youug man. It tends 
to idleness and numerous other evils. Not one 
manin ten goes into Wall-street but he is sure to 
come out loserin thelongrun. Sure! The effect 
of all this speculation in grain must be injurious to 
commerce. If business is running along ey 
over the country everything goes along well wit 
everybody. if there are corners got up or troubles 
ef any kind eccur, somebody suffers. As an illus- 
tration, I will say that I believed we had enough 
engines on our road to. do all our business for this 
year and the year after. This war in the North- 
west, however, has thrown an immense quantity of 
business upon us, and we have had to buy 50 more 
engines, then borrow 12, then buy 25 more. Every- 
thing relating to railroads has been thrown into 
wild chaos by the North-western war.”’ 

Mr. Vandberbilt was asked whether any railroad 
ofticers speculated in cattle or beef. “I oan’t 
speak for all of them,” was thereply. “I don’t 

‘myself, I have never owned a cattle ranch or any 
cattle since [have been in the railroad business, 
and I never expect to be interested in one either. 
I’ve no interest in anything pertaining to beef. I 
don’t suppose all railroad folks can say the same 
thing. A great many things are going on around a 
railroad all the time which the President is likely 
to know nothing about. There may be rings of 
one kind and another, and the President has got to 
be looking around day and night to find them all 
out. Idon’t think of any railroad eorner of late 
years except the one in Hannibal and St. Jo. I 
think the operators got their fingers badly burned 
‘in that [laughing] and they’ve left it alone ever 
tince. I don’t think that corners in railroad stocks 
have ary effect upon the railroads themseives, for 
the operators of the corner are persons who have 
nothing to do with the practical running of the 
railroads.”’ 

“Don’t you think it the duty of the people 
through their Legislature to prevent these opera- 
tions?’ asked Senator Boyd. 

“That is a matter of which you gentlemen must 
be better judges than myself, for you have a bettor 
opportunity of seeing their evil effects. It is a 
subject dangerous to approach and dangerous not 
toapproach. There is a great deal to be said on 
beth sides. Now, the railroads could well afford 
to do what it is impossible for them to do—that is, 
divide up their business between themselves 
regularly throughout the year. It is impossible, 
however, to govern all classes and their various 
business methods. I don’t think I am acompe- 
tent judge only so far as sueh operations affeot 
the railroads. When breadstuffs were as high in 
Chicago a year ago as they were here and in 
London and Liverpool, we were harmed to a 
flegree that will require years for us to recover. ' 
On that occasion the farmers didn’t get the 
‘prefits, the railroads didn’t get them, but the 
speculators did get them, and the burden of all 

is 7 paced fell onthe country. The railroads 

uld make more money if grain was cheap, for 
then there would be a demand for its transporta- 
tien.. But cheap rates evidently have no effect 
upon merchants. I'll defy any man to name 
another who ever lowered his eommission because 
the price of transportation went down.” 

“Good gracious!’’ ejaculated Uncle Rufus Hatch, 

as Senator Boyd was about to administer the oath 
tohim; ‘have I gottotell the truth, the whele 
truth and nothing but the truth?” The Senator 
assured him that this would not be a difficult thing 
to do, as the committeefhad uo intention of prying 
déepiy into any man's private affairs. Asked as 
Ao what business he was employed in, Uncle Rufus 
pondered a minute and then replied: “That's 
a pretty difficult questionto answer. I guess, yes 
—I am in the cattle business; have been in itjfortwo 
or three years. Yes, I’msomewhat familiar with 
the. grain and produce market, too, having 
bought and sold it for 30 years. T’ve had a little 
experience in stocks also—say, 20 years.” 

“ Are you familiar with making corners?’ was 
the next inguiry. 

**T’ve heard people speak of corners. I never 
made one that I remember. I don’t know other 
people’s business, and I don’t know whether I'm 
associated with persons who are making corners or 

‘sot. Acorner is buying more of a certain com-. 
modity than really exists in order to sell to some-, 
body else for a profit. The Hannibal and St. Jo- 
seph corner was an illustration of how Hehtly the 
boys sometimes get squeezed, [laughing.)] I had: 
no interest in that corner.”’ 

** Are the making of corners, in your opinion, in-} 
jurious to commerce ?"’ asked the Senator. . 

“They are very detrimental to commerce.” re-’ 
pliea Uncle Rufus. ‘I never kmew of but one: 
sorner of any kind that was a grand success. That. 
was the Harlem corner, ® number of years ago, 
gotten up by Vanderbilt. He had the money to 
parry it through, and it was asuccess. There was. 
some legisiation of some kind, as nearly as I ean, 
remember, which was adverse to the property and 
pverybody. Governors, Senators, Assemblymen, 

ie hands, seld Harlem short. Vanderbilt 
t it in, held om to it,ana made ’em all settle 
FF cpeato followed. Those who had 
jold what the 7 "¢ have suffered; that was all 
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The of fatures was taken up. ** Sup- 

pose." said the witness. “ aman aces on ‘Chance 
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corn, 

Bok ower, cota vee 
oreover, Bever 
expects to. lt a straight-out gamble as to 
whether the corn is higher or lower than the con- 
tract ood when the contract matures. I den’t 
think I can express an intelligent opinion of the 
effect of futures on our commerce. It is a difficult 
question to answer. Now, last year I bought three 
times more corn than there actually was in the 
market. I simply bought the imaginations of ether 
ople as to whether the price was going up or 
own. IfIhad held on to the stuff 30 days longer 
than I did I should have netted $600,000 profit. 
That whole transaction was about as illegitimate 
as a business transaction could well be. I didn’t 
want the corn to use, and those I bought of didn’t 

have it to sell.” (Lauehter.] ‘ 

What is age opinion of this system of gam- 
bling?" was the next question. 

Well,” was the reply, ‘* we call it speculating. 
However, I believe a man who selis what he has 
not got ought to go to State prison. Sut you might 
as well wy te make the Mississippi flow back up 
over the Mianeapolis Falls as to try to prevent it. 
The spirit of speculation bas existed ever since the 
days when Adam happened among us.” 

Well, I don’t remember any such things in the 
— times,” interrupted Senator Boyd 

**Let's see,”’ said Uncls Rufus, not in the least 
abashed. ‘Didn't Joseph, in old Pharaoh’s time, 
get up asharp corner on the boys. A man getsan 
inspiration that corn is going up or geing down, or 
is going to be plenty or scarce, and he goes out 
and buys accordingly. Did 't Joseph get some 
such an inspiration, and didn’. the brethren come 
down and borrow of his corn? [Laughter.] Ne, 
I've never been ina corner in stocks, although I’ve 
owned more of a certain kind of stock than there 
was actually in existence. At one time we owned 
24,000 more shares of North-western stock than had 
ever been issued. Some gentlemen simply sold to 
us what they didn’t have, and we simply bought it.”* 

‘Is this system ef business beneficial to a 
country?’ asked the Senator. 

“*No; only to a few individuals,” was the blunt 
reply. ‘“*The others we can call lambs, and we 
fleece ’em when they come down into Wall-street. 
Lots of failures are tne result of such transactions; 
they’re as thick as the sands on the sea-shore. It 
would require a double entry book-keeper to ane 
an account of all the failures of those who soll 
short and those who buy long. The effect of cor- 
ners in breadstuffs is tocompel the consumer to 
pay more on a small crop than he otherwise would, 
and on a big crop to pay less, for the gambler sells 
on the short side. The speoulator knows when a 
short crop is coming sooner than the consumer 
does. The producer is benefited by a corner on a 
short crop only. The law of supply and demand 
alone should regulate the prices of breadstuffs, It 
is _ speculator who cemes in and puts up the 
price.’ 

“How often have you yourself succeeded in 
your speculations ?”’ 

“Often enough to pay my debts. You see when 
I’m on the bull side of a market I collect all the 
statistios that [ can to show that that is the proper 
side for business people to take, and when I’m on 
the bear side I do ditto. I make as many converts 
as I can by the publication of my articles. Of 
course, the number depends upon how many 
newspapers one can get to publish his effusions, 
how widely they are copied, clipped, &c. At the 
same time I always try never to tell a lie. The 
majority ef the haman race is on the bull side. 
That’s plain to see from Wall-street. I have 
known 19,000,000 bushels of wheat to be delivered 
in 15 minutes, and al! the reports were in within 
two hours; have done it myself. I say delivered; 
I suppose it must have been delivered. 1 didn’t 
want it myseif, and I got rid of it. Others to whom 
1 sold may have done the same thing. It is 
no uncommon thing for 5,000,000 bushels to change 
hands in Wall-street in a single day. One man 
buys what he doesn’t want and another sells what 
he doesn’t have. That’s all there isto it. You can 
call it gambling, of course, if you choose, but tnat’s 
a pretty big word. It looks better as ‘speculating.’ 
Chicago is the head-quarters of modern specula- 
tors, though her business in this line has dropped 
off alittle in this direction in the last year and ao 
half. The public found cut that. the officers ef the 
grain boards were playing on them too much of this 
*heads I win and tails you lose.’ In other words, 
they changed the rules to suit their own strait- 
ened circumstances. The legislation out West on 
this subject has had no effect whatever. It doesn’t 
count as a drop in the bucket. Chicago is the 
greatest primary receiving port in the world for 
grain, cattle, and lumber.”’ 

‘*How are the ordinary, or, in other words, legit- 
imate, dealers in grain affected by the speculative 
operators ?’’ asked the Chairman. 

**Never heard of any sucha legitimate dealer. 
The merchant who buys upon the basis of supply 
and demand doesn’t exist. He belongs to a past 
generation. [Laughter.] Sueh speculation, I ad- 
mit, is not necessary to thecountry. I am in favor 
of it only so far as my own interests are concerned. 
{Laughbter.] If there were mcre producers and 
less speculators it would be muck better for the 
country, for then we should have larger erops to 
export. I don't think it is possible to remedy such 
evils. I don’t think any Legislature cun legislate 
foranation of gamblers such as we are. True 
enough, the people have aright to insist that their 
legislators shall doit, but they don’t for all that. 
i must admit I am not far enough up on the other 
side of morals to make a suggestion as to what to 
do about it. The Americans are born speculators. 
They end up every few years in a general smasb- 
down, in Black Fridays and all that. But you 
must remember that there is great reouperative 
power in this country, and that it very soon gets 
on its feet again.” 

Upon the subject of watering stocks Uncle Rufus 
had some interesting wordstosay. ‘“ When Van- 
Gerbilt declared 85 per cent. scrip dividend he went 
te the Legislature and gotit legalized. Ask Chaun- 
cey Depew: he'll tell you all about how it'was done. 
The consequence is that Mr. Vanderbilt . must 
charge just so much more for freight and passer- 
ger fares in order to make up. The result you see 
in poorer accommodations, in the hiring of boys to 
do men’s work, in telescoped cars, funerals and 
things. Yes, steck-watering is antagonistic, I sup- 
pose, to industrial interests, and I’m opposed to 
stock watering—unless I’m in it myself. It ts oc- 
curring every day, however, railroad industries 
being the principal sufferers from stock-watering. 
It sometimes is done in other companies. There is 
the Western Union with a record of $15,000,000. 
They did the little sleight-of-hand trick over in 
that company, and we have got to help ’em make 
it up by paying increased prices for our messages. 
Five of the six Judgesin this City have declared 
that it was illegal, but you members of the Legisla- 
ture will be asked to legalize it this Winter. Look 
out for any ener bills that come up before 
you. Now, Mr. Fink, who is Vanderbilt’s clerk, 
can tell you all about this whole subjeet into 
which you aro !nquiring from Ato Z. I'd like my- 
self tosit down and ask him questions for three 
or four days and have him answer them honestly. 
I believe I said that all stocks were 50 ver cent. too 
high. I think Ihad better modify that statement. 
I don’t think they are all 50 per cent. toohigh. I 
may want to bull the market a little myself to- 
morrow.”

REDUCED FARES IN FOURTH-AVENVE. 
The Directors of the Harlem Railroad yes-

The reduction of 
the fare will go into effect on Monday next, and 
after that date only 5 cents will be charged for fare 
from any point to Eighty-sixth-street.”” Cards an- 
nouncing the reduction were placed in the cars of 
the Fourth-avenuo line yesterday afternoon.
